Quinine  (Dealings)  Order,  1918. 

In  pursuance  of  the  powers  conferred  upon  them  by  the 
Defence  of  the  Realm  Regulations,  the  Army  Council 
hereby  order  as  follow-s  : 

1.  No  pefSon  shall  purchase  or  sell  or  make  or_  take 
delivery  of  or  payment  for  any  sulphate  of  quinine  at 
prices  exceeding  those  indicated  in  the  Schedule  hereto 
annexed,  or  such  other  prices  ' as  in  any  particular  case 
may  be  determined  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  Director  of  Army 
Contracts. 

2.  No  person  shall,  without  a  permit  issued  by  or  on 
behalf  of  the  Director  Of  Army  Contracts,  sell  or  purchase 
any  sulphate  of  quinine  in  quantities  exceeding  1,000  oz. 

3.  All  persons  having  in  their  possession,  custody,  or 
contro'.  any  stocks  of  quinine^  or  quinine  salts  exceeding 
25  oz.  shall  furnish  such  particulars  as  may  be  required 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  Director  of  Army  Contracts. 

4.  This  Order  may  be  cited  as  the  Quinine  (Dealings) 
Order,  1913.

In  due  course  he  passed 
the  Qualifying  examination ;  he  has  a  happy  recollection  of 
Mr.  Councillor  Geoffrey  Poole,  who  was  the  negotiator  on 
behalf  of  the  late  Mr.  Brunt  for  the  purchase  of  the  latter's 
business.  He  is  a  good  speaker,  and  one  who  will  make 
the  work  of—the  Association  felt  during  the  coming  session, 
which  is  to  be  inaugurated  about  the  first  week  in  December. 
Leeds. 

Monday  was  the  quietest  day  many  men  in  business 
have  had  for  weeks.  People  must  have  forgotten  their 
ailments  in  the  general  rejoicing.

Monday  afternoon  saw  no  retail  businesses  remaining 
open  save  iho.  e  of  pharmacists  and  tobacconists. .

Nottingham. 

The  largo  quantity  of  saccharin  manufactured  locally  is 
totally  inadequate  to  meet  the  demands  of  the  public  here. 

Never  within  the  recollection  of  local  chemists  has  there 
been  such  a  serious  shortage  of  patent  foods  and  other 
articles  as-.-  at  present.  The  virtual  impossibility  of  meet- 
ing the  demand  for  quinine  preparations  is  causing  some 
amount  of  apprehension,  for  influenza  is  still  claiming  a 
heavy  toll  of  the  population. 

In  recognition  of  their  generous  financial  assistance  and 
encouragement  towards  the  establishment  of  the  Notting- 
'ham  Reform  Club,  the  headquarters  of  the  Liberal  party 
in  the  city,  Sir  Jesse  Boot,  Bart.,  and  Lady  Boot  were 
the  recipients  of  handsome  presentations  on  November  11. 
The  gift  to  the  former  consisted  of  a  large  portrait  of 
himself  m  oils,  executed  in  duplicate  so  that  one  might 
adorn  the  walls  of  the  institution  and  the  other  find  a 
place  in  Sir  Jesse's  home.

Fiee.— An  outbreak  of  fire  occurred  on  November  2  on 
the  premises  of  Oliver  Wilkins  &  Co.,  Traffic  Street  Derby, 
causing  damage  to  a  department  in  which  aniline  dyes  are 
manufactured. 

Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts.— In  the  borough  of  Lam- 
beth during  the  past  quarter,  forty-six  samples  of  drugs 
were  analysed,  three  formal  and  forty-three  informal,  four 
informal  samples  being  reported  against.  Of  eighteen 
samples  of  eucalyptus  oil,  one  was  low  in  cineol  and  another 
contained  no  cineol.  One  sample  out  of  eleven  of  am- 
moniatcd  tincture  of  quinine  was  deficient  in  quinine  sul- 
phate.—In  his  report  to  the  Leicestershire  County  Council— 
which  states  that  special  attention  has  been  paid  to  am- 
moniated  tincture  of  quinine  and  tincture  of  iodine— Dr. 
Bernard  Dyer  comments  thus  on  a  sample  of  chemical 
manure,  which  was  submitted  formally,  the  guarantees  of 
the  vendor  as  to  tho  percentages  of  fertilising  constituents 
being  fulfilled:  "It  was,  however,  a  compound  fertiliser 
made  from  indifferent  materials,  and  was  sold  for  horticul- 
tural purposes  at  a  price  nearly  double  the  maximum  price 
authorised  for  such  mixture." 
-Poisonings.—  At  an  inquest,  held  in  Islington  on  Novem- 
ber 7  on  the  bodv  of  Clement  Kolometrz,  who  had  worked 
for  the  Russian  Government  Committee,  Dr  Spilsbury 
stated  that  death  was  due  to  coma  from  lv  ol-poisoning. 
Other  evidence  showed  that  the  body  of  a  Bel  si  an  woman 
named  Gerbert  was  found  at  the  same  time  and  place,  and 
the  inquiry  was  adjourned— Thomas  William  Alley,  retired 
marine  engineer  St,  Paul's  Road.  London,  S.E.,  died  from 
drinking  lvsol  in  mistake  for  medicine.^A  woman  named 
BeTlingsley.  committed  suicide  in  Islington  with  spirit  ot 
salt.  ' 

Sunflower-seed— In  response  to  the  appeal  made  by 
the  Food  Production  Department  last  spring  to  the  public 
to  grow  sunflowers  considerable  areas  have  been  used  for 
the=purpo=e  The  months  of  September  and  October  were 
very*  unfavourable  for  the  ripening  of  late-growing  seed- 
crops  and  the  sunflower-crop  this  season  has  produced  an 
average  of  onl  y  7  cwt.  per  acre,  as  compared  with  an 
estimated  average  of  12  owt,  ;  but  it  is  believed  that,  given 
favourable  weather,  sunflower-growing  on  a  lar^c  ^oale 
lias  a  promising  future  in  the  warmer  counties  of  England. 
The 'Ministry  of  Food  have  appointed  Spratts,  Ltd.,  as 
their  agents' for  the  purchase  of  this  year's -crop,  and  aro 
offering  50s.  'per  cwt. 

In  the  Courts.— In  the  Newport  (Mon.)  County  Court 
on  November  7,  Mr.  Alfred  W.  Lewis,  chemist  and  drug- 
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gist,  Commercial  Street,  sued  the  Newport  overseers  for 
alleged  illegal  distress  for  .rates.  Mr.  Lewis  said  that  in 
1914  he  appealed  against  the  rates  paid  by  the  overseers, 
and  especially  against  the  assessments  of  two  premises 
occupied  by  one  of  the  overseers.  The  Judge  held  that  no 
case  was  made  out,  and  non-suited  the  plaintiff. — At  Strat- 
ford Police  Court  on  November  7,'  Frederick  Taylor  (15), 
Albion  Road,  WaLthamstow,  was  fined  11.  for  stealing  brass 
valued  at  _  11.,  the  property  of  the  Houghton-Butcher 
Manufacturing  Co.,  Ltd.  Emma  Taylor,  mother  of  the 
lad,  and  William  T.  Williams,  metal-dealer,  were  respec- 
tively fined  21.  and  51.  for  receiving-  the  brass. — At  Birming- 
ham Police  Court,  on  November  12,  two  men  who  wovo 
charged  with  stealing  cocoa-butter  from  Cadbury  Bros., 
Ltd.,  Bournville,  were  discharged  through  the  generosity  of 
the  prosecutors,  whose  counsel  made  appropriate  reference 
to  the  public  rejoicing.

Brevities. 

Business  in  Cork  has  been  brisk  owing  to  the  outbreak 
of  influenza. 

The  Closing  Order,  which  compels  Dublin  chemists  to 
cease  after  5.50  p.m.  to  trade  in  commodities  other  than 
medical  prescriptions  and  urgent  sick-room  requirements, 
is  about  to  be  modified  as  the  result  of  widespread  dis- 
satisfaction by  the  trade  and  the  public. 

The  Dublin  Retail  Drug  (Employers)  Association  has 
offered  to  submit  the  matters  in  dispute  with  their  employes 
to  arbitration,  and  the  chemists'  assistants  have  accepted 
the  offer.  Two  arbitrators  have  been  appointed,  one  by 
each  Association,  and  they  will  appoint  an  umpire. 

The  Londonderry  Corporation  have  made  an  Order  closing 
all  chemists',  apothecaries',  and  druggists'  establishments  at 
9  p.m.  on  weekdays  and  10  p.m.  on  Saturdays.  The  Order 
does  not  apply  to  the  day  preceding  a  general  holiday,  or 
the  six  weekdays  immediately  preceding  Christmas  Day. 

The  spread  of  influenza  in  Belfast  has  resulted  in  an  un- 
precedented demand  for  ammoniated  tincture  of  quinine, 
quinine  tablets,  and  other  prophylactic  and  curative  pre- 
parations. Chemists  in  many  cases  have  been  sold  out, 
the  demand  being  greater  than  in  the  epidemic  of  the 
summer,  which  was  not  of  so  virulent  a  type. 

At  Belfast  Police  Court  on  November  8,  Nathaniel 
Osborne  McConnell,  proprietor  of  the  Medical  Hall,  North 
Street,  Belfast,  and  holding  a  medical  degree,  was  charged 
with  the  wilful  murder  of  Mary  Jane  Reid  on  November  3. 
He  was  further  charged  with  conspiracy  to  murder  the 
deceased,  with  committing  an  illegal  operation,  and  with 
unlawfully  supplying  a  poison  or  noxious  drug  to  the  de- 
ceased. Inspector  Ross  proved  arresting  the  accused. 
Counsel  for  accused  asked  no  questions,  and,  on  the  applica- 
tion of  the  Crown  solicitor,  prisoner  was  remanded  in 
custody  for  a  week.  A  similar  charge  was  made  in  the 
case  of  Alan  McIIveen,  charged  with  aiding  and  abetting, 
and  with  conspiracy  to  murder.  The  inquest  on  the  de- 
ceased was  opened  and  adjourned.

to  dispense  an  Insurance  script  until  the  following  day.

Ltd..  meat  extract;  F.  C.  Calvert  &  Co.,  carbolic  acid; 
the  British  Oxygen  Co.,  Ltd.,  oxygen;  James  Calder  & 
Co.,  Ltd.,  carbonic-acid  gas;  Mr.  W.  Roberton,  photo- 
graphic materials. 

A  letter  in  the  "  Glasgow  Herald  "  of  November  11, 
signed  "  A  Panel  Practitioner,"  states  that  Insurance 
patients  cannot  obtain  their  medicines  on  Tuesdays,  as 
"all  chemist.;  shut  on  that  day  at  one  o'clock,"  and  that 
the  prescribe!-  has  at  present  no  guarantee  "  that  panel 
medicine  dispensed  contains  all  the  ingredients  and  thear 
exact  quantities  as  prescribed."  Glasgow  (pharmacists 
know,  if  "  A  Panel  Practitioner  "  does  not,  that  the  early- 
olo&ing  day  varies  in  different  parts  of  the  city,  giving 
ample  facilities  for  panel  patients;  and  they  have  heard 
of  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts,  if  he  has  not. 
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When  a  Company  is  a  Person. 


An  important  decision  was  given  in  the  King's  Bench 
Division,  Dublin,  on  November  8,  in  regard  to  the  inter- 
pretation of  Section  17  of  the  Pharmacy  Act  (Ireland), 
1875,  Amendment  Act,  1890,  which,  was  to  the_  effect  that  a 
company  is  a  "  person  "  within  the  meaning  of  that 
section.  The  appeal  was  heard  before  the  Lord  Chief 
Justice  of  Ireland,  Mr.  Justice  Gibson,  and  Mr.  Justice 
Madden,  the  complainant  being  Patrick  Sutler,  inspector  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  -  Ireland,  and  the  defendant 
the  Munster  Medical  Co.,  Ltd.  The  matter  came  before 
the  Court  on  a.  case  stated  by  the  Magistrates  at  the 
Temple-more,  co.  Tipperary,  Petty  Sessions  on  June  5, 
1918,  at  the  instance  of  the  defendant  company. 

Mr.  -Hanna.  K.C,  and  Mr.  Overend  appeared  for  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  and  Mr.  Costello  for  the  Munster 
Medical  Co.,  Ltd. 

Mr.  Costello  opened  the  arguments,  and  referred  to  the 
case  stated  by  the  Magistrates,  which-  set  out  that  the 
Munster  Medical  Co.,  Ltd.,  was  convicted  of  keeping  open 
shop  for  dispensing  and  compounding  medical  prescriptions 
without  employing  a  duly  qualified  pharmaceutical  chemist 
or  licentiate  apothecary  to  manage  and  conduct  such  shop 
and  -the  dispensing  and  compounding  of  medical  prescrip- 
-  tions  contrary  to  the  statute  38  and  39  Vic,  chap.  57  (the 
Pharmacy  Act  (Ireland),  1875),  and  53  and  54  Vic,  chap.  48, 
Sec.  17  (the  Pharmacy  Act  (Ireland),  1875,  Amendment  Act, 
1890).    The  Magistrates  found  the  following  facts : 

(1)  The  defendant  company  was,  on  April  30,  1904,  duly  incor- 
porated under  the  Companies  Acts,  1862  to  1900,  as  a  limited  com- 
pany, with  a  nominal  capital  of  1,000/.  in  i.000  shares  of  11.  each. 

(2)  That  107  of  the  shares,  a.nd  no  more,  had  been  iss-ued,  of 
which-- 101  were  held  by  Alphonsus-  R.  Looby;  that  the  objects  of 
the  company  included  the  carrying  on  of  the  trade  or  business 
of  pharmaceutical  chemist. 

(3)  That  the  defendant  company  carried  on  the  business  at  a 
shop  in  Main  Street,  Templemore ;  that  there  is  (in  inscription 
in  the  front  window,  "  Prescriptions  carefully  compounded." 

(4)  That  the  business  is  managed  and  conducted  by  Alphonsus 
R.  Looby,  who  is  also  a  director  of  the  defendant  company,  with 
the  assistance  of  his  wife,  Julia  Looby,  and  that  there"  is  no 
other  manager  or  assistant  employed  in  the  shop. 

(5)  That  on  February  23  Alphonsus  R.  Looby,  in  the  shop  as 
assistant  or  manager,  dispensed  and  compounded  for  the  com- 
plainant a  medical  prescription  of  Dr.  Charles  Ryan,  a  duly  quali- 
fied medical  practitioner. 

(6)  That  on  February  25  Mr.  Looby  again  dispensed  and  com- 
pounded for  the  complainant  the  medical  prescription,  and  that  on 
each  of  the  two  occasions  there  was  no  person  present  save  the 
complainant,  Alphonsus  R.  Looby,  and  his  wife,  and  that  neither 
Mr.  Looby  nor  his  wife  is  a  pharmaceutical  chemist  or  a  licentiate 
apothecary. 

It  was  contended  on  behalf  of  tho  defendant  company 
that,  being  a  limited-liability  company,  it  was  not  a 
"person"  within  the  meaning  of  Section  17  of  53  and  54 
Via,  chap.  48,  and  .that  consequently  the  summons  sho-uld- 
be  dismissed.  The  Magistrates  were  of  opinion,  and  so 
held,  that  the  defendant  company  was  a  "person"  within 
the  meaning  of  the  section,  and  convicted.  They  stated  a 
case  for  the  opinion  of  the  King's  Bench  Division  at  the 
request  of  the  defendant  company. 

Mr.  Costello  said  tho  case  raised  the  question  whether 
a  limited  company  was  a  "  person  "  within  the  meaning  of 
Section  17  .  of  the  Pharmacy  (Ireland)  Amendment  Act,- 
1890.  The  question  had  already  been  decided  on  the  Phar- 
macy Act,  1858,  in  favour  of  the  view  put  forward  on 
behalf  of  his  client.    Counsel  quoted  Section  17. 

Mr.  Justice  Gibson  :  Cannot  a  limited  company  be  guilty 
of  that  violation  of  the  law?  The  House  of  Lords  case 
does  not  appear  to  apply  to  such  a  case. 

The  Lord  Chief  Justice:  It  i3  a  terrible  thing  if  it  does, 
because  it  means  that  two  persons  can  start-  a.  company 
like  this— Mr.  and  Mrs.  Looby  are  all  the  shareholders  prac- 
tically in  it— and  all  the  statutory  precautions  for  an 
unfortunate  man  against  being  poisoned  by  a  prescription 
being  improperly  compounded  do  not  apply. 

Mr.  Justice  Madden:  Was  there  any  qualified  person  in 
the .  shop  ? 

Mr.  Costello:  There  was  no  qualified  person  in  the  shop. 

Mr.  Justice  Gibson  :  It  is  perfectly  clear  what  the  object 
of  the  Legislature  was.  And  cannot  a  company  violate  the 
law  by  carrying  on  the  business? 

Mr.  Costello:  The  Pharmaceutical  Society  can  prosecute 
any  person  who  sells,  and  therefore  the  public  are  pro- 
tected. That  is  the  protection  they  have.  If  the  Society 
had  prosecuted  Alphonsus  P>,  Looby,  instead  of  with  their 
eyes  open  prosecuting  this  company,  we  4iould  have  no 
answer. 

The  Lord  Chief  Justice:  What  you  say  is  that  a  firm  can 
dismiss  every  one  of  their  licensed  assistants  and  can  still 


leave  that  notice  outside  the  door,  "  Prescriptions  care- 
fully compounded,"  and  I  can  go  in  and  get  a  prescrip- 
tion "  carefully  compounded  "  by  somebody  behind  the 
counter,  although  not  qualified,  and  the  firm  take  my 
monev,  and  still  thev  are  not  amenable  to  the  law? 
Mr"  Costello:  That  is  what  I  .ay. 

Mr.  Justice  Madden :  If  there  is  a  compounding  shop 
there  should  be  always  in  that  shop  a  _duly  qualified 
person. 

Mr.  Costello  :  In  the  case  put  by  my  Lord  Chief  Justice 
the  effect  of  repeated  prosecutions  by  the  Society  would  be 
to  drive  these  people  out  of  business,  and  consequently  the 
public  are  protected. 

Mr.  Justice  Madden :  Not  a  bit  protected. 

Mr.  Justice  Gibson:  The  poor  man  who  died  after  having 
poison  administered  to  him  instead  of  senna  would  have 
no  remedy.  The  only  object  in  not  employing  a  qualified 
man  is  to-  get  a  man  cheap,  and  you  aro  to  prosecute  tho 
man  whom  you  get  cheap  and  leave  to  go  free  the  man 
who  is  deliberately  violating  the  law. 

Mr.  Costello  said  his  contention  was  that  where  an  un- 
qualified flesh-and-blood  individual  carried  on  a  shop  he 
could  be  prosecuted,  but  where  it  was  a  limited  company 
they  could  not  be  prosecuted.  Section  17  of  the  Aot  of 
1890  said  :  "  Any  person  or  persons  lawfully  keeping  open 
shop."  His  proposition  was  that  limited  companies  and 
corporations  of  every  description  were  entirely  outside  these 
.  statute-made  penalties  and  provisions,  and  that  it  was 
only  "a  person"  or  "persons  "  who  could  be  convicted  by 
Section  17.  Then,  they  were  thrown  back  to  Section  30  of 
the  Act  of  1875  for  the  purpose  of  showing  the  person  or 
persons  Who  could  keep  open  shop.  The  only  person  who 
could  be  convicted  under  Section  17  was  a  person  who 
could  lawfully  keep  open  shop,  a.nd  it  was  only  a  human 
being  who  could  lawfully  keep  open  shop.  Counsel  quoted 
a  number  of  oases  in  support  of  his  contention,  including' 
that  of  The  Pharmaceutical  Society  v.  Boyd. 

Mr.  Justice  Gibson  :  Supposing  a  corporation  were  prose- 
cuted for  committing  a  big  offence  on  the  ground  that  the 
act  of  their  servants  was  their  act :  could  they  be  con- 
victed ? 

Mr.  Costello :  Under  Section  17  they  could  not  be.  This 
penalty  is  created  by  Act  of  Parliament,  and  you  cannot 
bring  in  somebody  to  whom  it  does  not  apply.  This  section 
creates  a  certain  kind  of  penalty  which  only  applies  to 
certain  kinds  of  individuals,  and  you  cannot  bring  in  a 
person  to  whom  it  does  not  apply  on  the  principle  of  master 
and  agent.  He  submitted  that  the  remedy  was  under  Sec- 
tion 30  of  the  Act  of  1875. 

Mr.  Overend,  in  arguing  that  the  decision  of  tho 
Magistrates  should  be  upheld,  said  the  only  persons  in  the 
company  were  Mr.  Looby  and  his  wife,  and  neither  was 
qualified.  In  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  case  the  question 
that  came  up  for  the  decision  of  the  Court  was  whether 
under  Sections  1  and  15  of  the  English  Act  of  1868,  whioh 
corresponded  with  Section  30  of  the  Irish  Act  of  1875,  the 
word  "  person "  included  a  corporation.  The  Court  held 
that  it  did  not.  But  when  they  came  to  the  poisons  section 
in  tho  same  statute  they  held  that  the  word  "  person  " 
must  include  a  corporation.  Tho  Interpretation  Act  subse- 
quently provided  that  "  in  the  construction  of  every  enact- 
ment relating  to  an  offence  punishable  upon  indictment  or' 
summary  jurisdiction  the  expression  '  person  '  shall,  unles- 
the  contrary  intention  appears,  include  body  corporate." 
In  the  light  of  that  Act  and  in  the  light  of  Lord  Black- 
burne's judgment  in  tho  Pharmaceutical  Society  case  the 
Act  of  1890  wias  passed  for  Ireland.  Section  17  was  prac- 
tically taken  from  Lord  Blackburne's  judgment. 

Mr.    Justice  Madden :   Is  it  not  a  criminal  offenca  to 
dispense  medioa'l  prescriptions  without  a  qualification? 
Mr.  Overend  :  Yes,  for  the  human  being. 
Mr.  Justice  Madden  :  A  human  being  who  calls  himself 
a  corporation  can  be  prosecuted  for  that.    That  is  a  strong 
argument  against  you.    This  man  could  have  been  run  in. 

Mr.  Overend:  After  Lord.  Blackburne's  decision  there 
was  a  danger  that  a  company  may  put  forward  a  man  of 
straw,  who  on  conviction  may  be  dismissed  and  another 
person  appointed,  and  the  company  carried  on  indefinitely; 
and  to  remedy  this  Section  17  of  the  Act  of  -1890  gave  in 
Ireland  the  protection  which  the  Act  of  1908  nowp  gives  in 
England.  I  suggest  that  the  whole  of  this  Section  17  is 
framed  in  view  of  Lord  Blackburne's  remarks,  and  the 
mischief  that  is  aimed  at  you  clearly  see.  and  it  would  be 
a  terrible  mischief  if  a  company  could  employ  an  un- 
qualified assistant. 

Mr.  Hanna,  K.C,  followed  on  the  same  side.  He  said 
that  any  decisions  upon  the  meaning  of  the  word  "  person  " 
in  other  sections  were  not  necessarily  conclusive  or  binding 
as  to  its  meaning  in  Section  17.  In  the  case  of  The  King 
v.  The  Justices  of  Antrim  the  Lord  Chief  Baron  lrad  devoted 
about  half  a  page  -to  indicating  in  the  clearest  manner 
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that  a  word  might  have  a  different .  interpretation  in 
different  sections  of  an  Act  of  'Parliament,  that  eaoh  section 
was  to  be  taken  by  itself,  and  that  a  Court  in  construing  ia 
section  must  deal  with  that  section  and  the  evil  that  it 
w-as  to  remedy  alone.  He  submitted  that  in  the  construc- 
tion of  Section  17  of  the  Amendment  Aot  of  1890  the  word 
"  person  "  must  necessarily  include  a  company.  The  Inter- 
pretation Aot  stated  that,  unless  a  contrary  intention 
appeared,  the  word  "  person "  must  be  held  to  -include  a 
.company.  The  Court  fully  appreciated  the  evii  which 
Section  17  of  the  1890  Act  was  intended  to  hit  at,  and  the 
•Court  would  appreciate  that  if  the  construction  given  to 
the  section  by  Mr.  Costello  was  the  true  one,  the  section 
would  not  be  a  complete  remedy,  because  a  company 
would  still  be  able  to  evade  its  liability  under  the  section. 
Mr.  Costello,  in  a  very  able  and  concise  argument,  put  it 
to  the  Court  that  the  remedy  was  under  Section  50  of  the 
.Aot  of  1875 ;  but  the  remedy  under  Section  30  was  not 
sufficient  at  all.  A  member  of  the  public  handed  in  a 
prescription  to  have  it  compounded  ;  the  firm  had  a  number 
•of  young  gentlemen  who  did  the  compounding;  the  cus- 
tomer ^  discovered  afterwards  that  the  prescription  was 
wrongCy  compounded,  but  he  could  not  find  who  com- 
pounded it,  and  he  had  no  remedy.  In  the  present  case 
Mr.  Looby  and  his  wife  had  all  the  shares,  and  they  did 
all  the  dispensings  They  now  came  before  the  Court  with- 
out any  decision  as  to  the  meaning  of  the  word  "  person  " 
in  Section  17  of  the  Act  of  1890.  He  submitted  that, 
taking  the  four  corners  of  Section  17,  they  were  entitled 
to  uphold  the  decision  of  the  Magistrates,  which  was  a 
very  important  one. 

The  Lord  Chief  Justice,  in  giving  the  unanimous  decision 
of  the  Court,  said  that  in  order  to  find  a  solution  of 
Section  17  of  the  Pharmacy  Act  (Ireland),  1875,  Amend- 
ment Act,  1890,  %yy  must  first  look  at  the  Acts  (dealing 
with  apothecaries  in  Ireland.  Under  the  old  Irish  Act  of 
1791  it  was  declared  unlawful  to  keep  -open  shop  for  the 
sale  of  poisons  and  medicines  by  any  person  other  than 
a  licentiate  of  the  Apothecaries'  Hail.  That  was  a  per- 
fectly clear  provision.  "There- was  no  other  person  who 
oould  dispense  except  a  licentiate  of  the  Apotheoaries' 
Hall,  and  consequently  the  construction  of  that  section 
was  perfectly  clear  and  unambiguous.  Then  came  the  Act 
of  1875,  which  established  the  "Pharmaceutical  Society.  His 
lordship  quoted  Section  30  of  the  Act  of  1875,  and  said 
the  words  "  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  "  came 
to  be  considered  in  that  court  in  the  case  of  The  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  Ireland  v.  Boyd.  In  that  case  the 
defendants  were  a  limited  company  and  carried  on  busi- 
ness as  pharmaceutical  chemists,  and  they  were  prosecuted 
under  _  Section  30  for  having  compounded  and  sold  medical 
prescriptions,  they  not  being  properly  qualified  in  that 
behalf.  And  it  was  held  by  that  Court  that  the  word 
-.  person  "  m  the  Aot  of  1875  did  not  include  a  body  cor- 
porate so  as  to  make  the  defendants  liable  for  the  penalty 
imposed  by  Section  30.  It  was  clear,  following  that  de- 
cision, that  it  was  impossible  to  say  that  a  limited  company 
was  actingjinlawfuEy  in  opening  a  place.  If  it  were  other- 
wise very  many  eminent  firms  would  be  exposed  to  penal- 
ties. His  Lordship,  having  quoted  Section  17  of  the 
Amendment  Aot  of  1890,  said  he  thought  at  first  that  a 
•company  could  not  lawfully  keep  open  shop  for  the  pur- 
Pose  mentioned  in  the  section,  and  that  consequently  the 
section  was  not  at  all  applicable  to  a  limited  company; 
and  he  was  very  muoh  struck  by  the  persuasive  and  able 
argument  which  he  heard  with  pleasure  from  Mr.  Costello. 
Following,  however,  and  considering  Boyd's  case,  he  found 
no  difficulty  in  a  company  lawfully  keeping  open  shop, 
and  consequently  he  came  to  consider  the  words  "  any 
person  or  persons  lawfully  keeping  open  shop  for  selling, 
retailing,  or  mixing  poisons  shall  personally  manage  and 
conduct  such  shop  and  the  retailing  and  mixing  of  poisons 
therein."  _  If  the  words  of  the  section  stopped  there  it  would 
be  impossible  to  say  that  the  word  "  person  "  or  "  persons  " 
in  the  section  could  be  held  to  include  a  limited  company. 
But  the  words  did  not  stop  there,  because  the  sectioli  con- 
tinued and  said  what  might  be  done.  The  following  words 
were  applicable  to  a  limited  company  just  as  r.  ueh  as 
they  were  to  an  individual— "  or  shall  employ  for  the  pur- 
poses aforesaid  as  an  assistant  or  manager  in  such  shop 
a  duly  registered  chemist,"  etc.  These  words  were  of. 
importance  as  showing  that  what  was  in  the  contemplation 
of  the  Legislature  was,  first,  a  set  of  circumstances  in 
which  the  person  would  himself  personally  conduct  and 
manage  the  shop;  and  if  for  any  reason  he  did  not  per- 
sonally conduct  or  manage  the  shop,  that  then  he  should 
employ-  a  manager  or  assistant  in  the  shop,  and  that  in 
such  a  case  such  a  person  should  be  held  to  be  "  the 
retailer  _  and  compounder  of  poisons  aforesaid  therein." 
That  being  so,  was  there  any  difficulty  in  holding  that  the 


words  "any  person  or  persons"  included  a  company? 
Under  the  Interpretation  Act  of  1889  they,  prima  facie, 
would  include  a  company  unless  the  contrary  appeared. 
Did  the  contrary  appear  ?  It  was  suggested  that  it  did 
appear  in  the  words  "  personally  manage  and  conduct  sucli 
shop,"  and  he  would  yield  to  that  argument  if  the  v  ords 
stopped  there.  But  when  they  went  on  and  provided  an 
alternative  mode  which  could  apply,  and  does  apply,  in 
the  case  of  a  company,  ho  was  driven  to  the  conclusion 
that  there  was  no  contrary  intention  expressed  in  tho, 
words  of  this  statute ;  and  the  result  was  that  the  matter 
became  reasonably  clear,  although  he  mu^t  confess  that  at 
first  the  impression  in  his  mind  was  the  other  way.  His 
Lordship  proceeded  to  quote  from  tho  English  Poisons  and 
Pharmacy  Act  of  1908,  Section  3,  Sub-section  4.  That 
section,  he  said,  was  in  express  terms  not  applicable  to 
Ireland,  but  it  did  for  England  what  he  held  had  already 
been  done  for  Ireland  by  reason  of  the  operation  of 
Section  17  of  the  Act  of  1890.  The  result  was  that  he  was 
of  opinion  that  the  decision  of  the  Magistrates  was  right 
in  this  case. 

Mr.  Justice  Gibson  and  Mr.  Justice  Madden  concurred. 
The  Court  gave  costs  against  the  Munster  Medical  Co. 


Associations'  Winter  Session. 


Great  Yarmouth.— The  monthly  meeting  of  the  Great 
Yarmouth  Pharmaceutical  Association  was  held  on  Novem- 
ber 6,  at  156  King  Street,  Mr.  J.  S.  Shearman  (President) 
in  the  chair.  The  consideration  of  a  letter  from  Mr.  Glyn- 
Jones  on  the  War  Auxiliary  Benevolent  Fund  was  postponed 
till  the  next  meeting.  It  was  unanimously  agreed  to  support 
the  Devon  Association  resolution  in  regard  to  the  profit  on 
Allen  &  Hanburys'  preparations. 

Huddersfield.'— At  the  meeting  of  the  Huddersfield 
Chemists'  Association  on  November  5,  under  the  presidency 
of  Mr.  V.  Shaw,  it  was  decided  to  give  all  possible  support 
to  the  War  Auxiliary  Benevolent  Fund.  It  was  announced 
that  all  the  members  of  the  Association  had  discontinued 
the  sale  of  Elliman's  goods.  It  was  decided  to  accept  the 
Insurance  Tariff  for  1919  in  the  hope  that  the  inadequate 
terms  might  be  reconsidered  after  the  war. 

Newport^-  A  meeting  of  the  Newport  (Mon.)  Phar- 
macists' Association  was  held  recently,  Mr.-  Benson 
Harries  (President)  in  the  chair,  when  -the  President 
and  Secretary  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  were  unani- 
mously elected  ex  officio  members  of  the  Executive. 
A  discussion  took  place  on  the  title  "  pharmacist,"  the 
majority  of  those  present  being  of  opinion  that  the  name 
was  too  little  understood  by  the  public,  and  therefore  un- 
suitable, and  that  passing  the  Qualifying  examination  should 
entitle  a  person  to  the  designation  "  pharmaceutical 
chemist,"  as  more  accurately  defining  tho  status  and  func- 
tions of  the  craft.  The  Glaxo  pamphlet  was  considered, 
and  the  opinion  expressed  that  this  food  should  be  sold  in 
tins  only  through  the  usual  trade  channels,  and  in  paper 
bags,  at  a  reduced  rate,  to  necessitous  persons  under 
proper  safeguards,  by  a  responsible  local  Committee.  An 
address  on  "  Organisation,"  by  Mr.  Glyn-Jones,  was  dis- 
cussed, and  notes  on  the  same  subject  by  Mr.  Hugo  Wolff 
were  read,  with  a  view  to  a  debate  being  held-on  this 
subject  at  a  future  meeting-.

Anon  ye  Valiante  Farmasyste  uprose  and  smote  ye  Pro- 
vokers of  Publick  Wrathe  withe  a  Pe-tell  of  Porcelayne, 
tille  alle  cryed  aloude  :  "Pave  him  a  Shyllinge  a  Skripte 
and  Alio  Founde."

Westminster  Wisdom. 

By  the  "  C.  &  D."  Parliamentary  Representative 


Dentists  Act  Committee. 
Our  Parliamentary  correspondent  states  that  what  may 
possibly  prove  to  be  the  final  meeting  of  the  Dentists  Act 
Committee  will  take  place  next  week.  There  is  evi  ry  desire 
that  the  inquiry  should  be  brought  to  a  termination  before 
the  General  Election. 

Reconstruction  Committees. 
A  White  Paper  has  been  issued  by  the  Minister  of  Recon- 
struction which  states  names  of  the  members  of  the  various 
Committees  which  have  been  set  up  to  deal  with  the  distribu- 
tion of  raw  material  and  other  after-war  problems  connected 
with  industries.  There  is  a  Scientific  Instruments  Branch 
Committee  among  those  dealing  with  engineering.  Special 
Committees  will  take  in  hand  the  supplies  of  the  different 
metals. 

Ministry  of  Health. 
Dr.  Addison,  Minister  of  Reconstruction,  has  introduced 
a  "  Bill  to  establish  a  Ministry  of  Health  and  a  Beard  of 
Health,  to  exercise  in  England  and  Wales  and  in  Scot- 
land, respectively,  powers  with  respect  to  health  and  local 
government,  and  for  purposes  connected  therewith."  Some 
objection  was  taken  to  the  proposal  to  include  the  functions 
of  National  Health  Insurance  in  any  Government  Depart- 
ment which  deals  also  with  Poor-law  affairs.  The  Bill 
was  ordered  to  be  printed.  Subsequently  it  was  stated  that 
it  is  not  intended  to  proceed  further  with  the  Bill  in  the 
present  Parliament. 

Expoet  of  Salt. 
Sir  A.  Stanley  stated  in  the  House  of  Commons  on 
October  24  that  tie  imports  of  German  salt  into  Norway 
have  greatly  increased  during  the  war,  and  he  understood 
that  a  large  quantity  is  now  being  sold  free  from  any 
condition  as  to  its  use  or  destination.  The  recent  pro- 
hibition of  exportation  of  salt  from  the  United  Kingdom 
except  under  licence  was  made  in  view  of  the  anticipated 
reduction  of  the  output  of  salt  following  upon  diminished 
supplies  of  coal.  Exportation  will  be  regulated  by  licence, 
so  as  to  ensure  adequate  supplies  for  home  consumption: 
but  he  hoped  that  the  output  of  salt  will  be  sufficient  to 
obviate  the  necessitv  of  anv  material  reduction  in  the 
exports  to  other  parts  of  the 'British  Empire,  while  leaving 
a  margin  for  exports  on  a  restricted  scale  to  neutral  and 
Allied  countries. 

Whitley  Councils. 
Replying  to  Mr.  Arnold  Rowntree  in  the  House  of  Com- 
mons on  November  13.  the  Minister  of  Labour  said  national 
joint  industrial  Councils  had  been  established,  and  had  held 
one  or  more  full  Council-meetings  in  the  chemical  and 
sixteen  other  trades.  In  the  case  of  each  of  these  Councils, 
the  members  are  showing  considerable  eagerness  to  get  to 
grips  with  the  important  reconstruction  and  other  problems 
which  are  facing  their  industries,  and  very  satisfactory  pro- 
gress has  already  been  made.  The  Gov  rnm^-nt  have  ap- 
proved a  scheme  dealing  with  the  application  of  the  Whitley 
Report  to  the  industrial  establishments  of  the  Government, 
and  immediate  steps  are  beinsr  taken  to  place  the  scheme 
before  the  Trades  Unions  and  Departments  concerned.  In 
the  surgical-instrument  industry  the  first  meeting  of  the 
Council  has  been  fixed. 

Enemy  Peoperty. 

Sir  R.  Cooper,  on  November  7,  asked  the  Prime  Minister 
the  policy  of  the  Government  in  regard  to  enemy-owned 
trade-marks,  patents,  and  similar  property  in  this  country; 
and  can  he  say  that  they  will  be  confiscated,  and  whether 
with  or  without  compensation  to  the  former  owners? 

Mr.  Wardle,  replving  for  the  Prime  Minister,  said  an 
Order  Iras  been  made  by  the  Board  of  Trade  vesting;  enemy- 
owned  patents;  and  the  benefit  of  enemy  patent  applications, 
in  the  Public  Trustee,  and  under  the  Trading  with  the 
Enemy  (Copyright)  Act  the  copyright  inHny  works  first 
made  "or  published  in  an  enemy  country  during  the  war 
also  vests  in  the  Public  Trustee,  who  will  hold  the  enemy 
property  vested  in  him  until  the  termination  of  the  war. 
The  ultimate  treatment  of  this  property,  as  well  as  cf  enemy- 
owned  trade-marks,  is  a  matter  which  is  engaging  the  con- 
sideration of  the  Government. 


There  will  be  Great  Opportunities  for  trade  with  Meso- 
potamia after  the  war,  as  under  British  auspices  some 
320,000  acres  have  been  brought  afresh  under  cultivation. 
The  oity  of  Bagdad,  which  was  moribund  under  Turkish 
misrule,"  is  now  being  reconstructed.

ducts  Co.,  Albert  Works,  Chatsworth  Road,  Stratford,  .for 
4?.  5s.  8d.,  balance  of  86?.  5s.  8d.,  for  trade  goods  supplied 
Defendants  gave  an  order  for  a  ton  of  goods  at  82?.  a  ton 
The  exact  weight  could  not  be  ascertained  until  afterwards 
and  a  provisional  invoice  was  sent.  When  the  exaet  weight 
was  found  to  be  more  than  a  ton  a  supplementary  invoice 
was  sent  and  the  balance  charged  for.  Defendants  con 
tended  that  the  transaction  was  concluded  with  the  pay 
ment  of  the  82?:,  which  had  to  be  made  before  delivery 
Judge  Rentoul,  K.C.,  thought  that  the  plaintiffs  were 
entitled  to  recover,  and  he  found  for  them,  with  costs.

Judge  Cluer, 
m  giving  judgment,  said  it  was  alleged  that  the  plaintiffs 
had  induced  this  man  to  leave  his  employ,  but  if  such  was 
the  case  he  was  convinced  it  had  been  done  unknowingly. 
Had  this  been  pre-war  litigation  he  thought  the  plaintiffs 
would  have  succeeded,  but  he  was  afraid  this  did  result  in 
an  illegal  contract.  His  duty  was  to  find  for  the  defendant, 
<is  the  effect  of  the  contract  would  be  to  induce  a  man  to 
leave  his  Government  work,  which  would  be  an  offence 
under  the  Defence  of  the  Realm  Act.  There  would  be  judQ 
ment  for  the  defendant.  The  defendant  would  have  to  pay 
the  costs  up  to  the  time  of  pleading  the  Defence  of  the 
Realm  Act,  and  after  that  there  would  be  a  verdict  for  the 
defendant,  but  he  should  allow  him  no  costs.

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Observations  and  Reflections 

By  Xrayser  IL 

This  Month's  Council-meeting, 

we  are  officially  informed,  dealt 
with  "  a  large  amount  of  exceedingly  important  business," 
but  much  of  it  was  of  such  a  "necessarily  confidential 
nature"  that  it  "had  to"  be  taken  in  Committee.  I 
have  failed,  after  a  careful  reading  of  the  report  of  the 
meeting,  to  discover  why  any  of  the  business  dealt  with 
should  be  regarded  as  confidential.  Certainly  the  subjects 
were  not ;  one  and  all,  they  were  of  public  importance, 
and  quite  fit  for  public  discussion.  I  dare  say  it  is  not 
always  well  that  the  manner  in  which  they  are  discussed 
should  be  made  public,  and  it  is  more  than  doubtful  that 
a  full  report  of  the  discussions  would  be  worth  printing; 
but  there  is  every  reason  why  the  names  of  those  voting 
in  Committee  should  be  as  publicly  known  as  those  of  the 
voters  in  Council.  The  same  remark  is  equally  true  of 
the  reasons  for  the  votes  given  in  Committee  when  they 
are  not  embodied  in  the  report  of  the  Council's  considera- 
tion of  the  Committee's  recommendations.  The  absurdity 
of  the  present  practice  is  shown  in  your  capital  report  of 
the  discussion  in  the  Council  of  the  question  of  travelling 
expenses.  If  this  is  not  a  confidential  subject  none  is ; 
one  can  easily  imagine  a  sensitive  country  member  not 
liking  to  discuss  it  publicly,  yet  here  we  have  in  full  what, 
if  it  had  been  said  in  Committee,  would  have  been  sup- 
pressed. This  particular  discussion  was  honourable  to 
all  concerned,  and  affords  a  strong  plea  for  a  little  more 
fresh  air  on  proceedings  in  Committee. 

I  Heartily- Welcome 

your  article  on  the  necessity  for  raising 
our  charges  for  private  dispensing,  which  is  fully  in 
accord  with  a  note  of  my  own  on  the  same  subject  some 
months  since,  but  I  doubt  whether  the  "  commercial 
tariff"  system  could  conveniently  be  applied  here.  There 
is  so  much  fluctuation  in  price  that  without  an  elaborate 
machinery  this  could  not  be  done  accurately,  and  it  is 
hardly  desirable  that  our  charges  to  the  public  should 
vary  in  exact  accordance  with  these  fluctuations.  The 
principle  of  a  fixed  fee  in  addition  to  the  approximate 
cost  of  ingredients,  but  subject  to  modification  as  the 
conditions  existing  in  different  neighbourhoods  vary, 
might,  however,  be  feasible.  Whatever  else  may  be  said, 
it  is  manifestly  absurd,  under  present  conditions,  for  us 
to  go  on  dispensing  at  old  rates. 

The  Opium  Market 

will,  no  doubt,  be  considerably  affected 
by  the  withdrawal  of  Turkey  from  the  war,  and  the  conse- 
quent reopening  of  trade  with  that  country.  During  the 
war  the  export  of  opium  from  Turkey  to  the  Central 
Powers  was  more  than  trebled,  but  in  spite  of  that  fact 
the  cessation  of  trade  with  other  countries  has  occasioned 
a  large  accumulation  of  stocks  now  available,  but  not  likely 
to  reach  Germany  at  any  rate.  The  "  Revue  de  Turquie  " 
(Lausanne)  recently  called  the  attention  of  Swiss  druggists 
to  this  situation,  and  explained  the  terms  on  which  they 
might  reap  the  greatest  benefit  from  it.  Opium  is  one 
of  the  articles  included  by  the  Turkish  authorities  in  the 
"system  of  compensations,"  which  requires  a  guarantee 
that  a  quantity  of  pharmaceutical  goods  equal  in  value  to 
the  opium  exported  shall  within  two  months  be  exchanged 
for  it.  This  means,  of  course,  a  double  advantage  to  the 
foreign  trader ;  he  not  only  receives  a  needed  supply  of 
opium,  but  is  assured  of  a  market  for  his  own  goods  in 
return.  British  traders  ought  to  be  in  a  position  to  profit 
by  it. 

Santonica  Seeds 

used  to  he  known  as  Semen  Sanctum, 
and  the  shrub  itself  was  popularly  called  Holy  Worm- 
wood. More  than  one  variety  was  used  in  medicine,  to 
one  of  which,  growing  profusely  in  the  country  of  the 
Santones  in  Aquitania,  the  name  Santonica  is  due. 
Gerard  says  there  was  a  spurious  kind  grown  in  England. 
The  great  fair  of  Nishni-Novgorod  was  the  chief  em- 


porium for  Siberian  wormseed,  but  we  also  received  sup- 
plies from  Alexandria  and  other  places.  The  seeds  or 
cacumina  (both  names  were  used)  were  omitted  from  our 
Pharmacopoeia  in  1809,  to  reappear  in  1851,  when  santonin 
itself  was  first  introduced.  Santonin,  by  the  way,  was 
discovered  in  1830  by  Kahler,  an  apothecary  of  Diissel- 
dorf. 

Liverpool 

has  at  last  produced  her  poet,  though,  as  is 
perhaps  most  fitting  for  a  Liverpool  poet,  he  writes  in 
prose.  I  do  not  mean  that  Liverpool  has  had  no  poets 
in  the  past — I  myself  (save  the  mark !)  have  written 
poems  in  Liverpool — but  I  do  not  remember  any  other 
writer  than  Dixon  Scott  who  has  written,  either  in  prose 
or  verse,  so  exquisitely  as  he  of  the  beauty  of  the  town 
by  the  Mersey.  And,  as  he  says,  "where  there  is  no 
beauty  there  is  no  love,  and  where  there  is  no  love  there 
is  no  loyalty."  "  The  beauty  of  Liverpool !  " — the  words 
will  seem  ironical  to  those  who  know  the  place  but 
casually,  and  perhaps  to  some  who  know  it  well.  But 
they  are  not  ironical ;  the  beauty  of  Liverpool  is  a  fact, 
though  it  may  not  be  apparent  to  every  eye.  The  careless 
visitor  does  not  "  brood  over  the  stern  magnificence  of 
Bootle,"  or  "the  whimsical  uplands  of  Wavertree " ; 
Tithebarn  Street,  "  flooded  with  the  pale  shimmer  of 
recent  rain,"  or  "the  swift  bright  tremor  of  the  Dale 
Street  traffic,"  the  vista  from  the  top  of  Water  Street, 
or  "the  great  flanks  of  the  warehouses  in  Back  Goree," 
appeal  but  faintly  to  him — much  less  that  solitary  tree, 
that  "  anaemic  trembler"  in  Scotland  Road,  or  the  canal 
bridge  in  Blackstock  Street.  He  does  not  climb  Bidston 
Hill  on  a  winter  morning  to  see  the  city  as  the  sun  rises, 
"not  indeed  as  we  often  see  it,  a  great  incontinent  flood 
of  houses  and  pinnacles  and  spires,"  but  rather  as  "  a  vast 
concordant  Being  thrilling  with  organic  life,  warm  with 
unanimous  desires."  Scott  saw  with  the  eyes  of  a  poet. 
His  posthumously  published,  beautiful  little  book,  "A 
.Number  of  Things,"  should  be  dear  to  every  "Dicky 
Sam." 

Medical  Reform  in  the  Army, 

like  all  Army  reform,  is  a  plant 
of  slow  growth,  and  those  who  grumble  at  the  manage- 
ment of  the  R.  A.M.C.  and  the  treatment  of  pharmacists 
by  the  War  Office  would  perhaps  be  more  patient  of 
existing  anomalies  if  their  perspective  were  enlarged  a 
little.    Contrasted  with  the  state  of  things  that  obtained 
in  our  last  European  war  our  present  arrangements  are 
almost  ideal,  and  difficult  as  it  is  to  effect  improvements 
now,  the  difficulty  is  nothing  compared  with  what  it  was 
then.    The  picture  drawn  for  us  in  Mr.  Lytton  Strachey's 
vivacious  account  of  Florence  Nightingale  and  her  life- 
long fight  with  the  authorities   ("Eminent  Victorians," 
pp.    119-178)   would   be  incredible  were   it  not  so  well 
authenticated.    When  Miss  Nightingale  arrived  at  Scutari 
the  rate  of  deaths  in  the  hospital  there  was  42  per  cent.  ; 
in  six  months  it  had  fallen  to  22  per  thousand,  and  the 
improvement  was  manifestly  due  to  her  exertions.  Yet 
she  was  opposed  by  the  doctors  there  by  every  means  in 
their  power,  and  thwarted  in  every  conceivable  way  by 
the  stupidity  or  indifference  of  everybody  concerned  in 
the  administration  of  affairs.    She  had,  indeed,  influential 
supporters  at  home,  but  their  efforts  were  obstructed  by 
the  officials  of  every  class,  and  the  "  pernicious  influences  " 
of  the  etiquette  of  the  Service.    The  real  life-work  of 
Florence  Nightingale,  however,  was  not  done  in  the  Crimea, 
but  at  home,  where  for  nearly  fifty  years,  most  of  which 
time  she  spent  very  near  to  death's  door,  she  .worked  with 
truly  daemonic  energy  at  the  reform  not  of  our  Army 
Medical  Service  alone,  though  this  had  the  first  place  in 
her  heart,  but  of  hospitals  and  nursing  in  general.  The 
opposition  she  met  with  may  be  gauged  by  one  fact.  She 
was  six  months  in  obtaining  a  Commission  to  inquire  into 
the  health,  etc. ,  of  the  Army ;  the  Commission  took  six 
months  to  complete  its  labours ;  and  six  more  were  wasted 
before  effect  was  given  to  its  decisions.    The  strain  of  this 
business  may  be  said  to  have  killed  Sidney  Herbert,  and 
it  very  nearly  killed  Florence  Nightingale.    It  is  well 
to  take  account  of  such  facts  in  relation  to  our  present 
discontents.

The  Day  of  Reckoning. 

When  on  August  4,  1914,  Great  Britain  declared  war  on 
Germany  on  account  of  that  country's  treacherous 
invasion  of  Belgium  few  people  in  this  country  realised 
the  true  character  of  the  German  nation. 
Atjgttst  4,    We  well  remember  how  in  the  early  months 

1914.  of  the '•war  Sir  William  Ramsay  at  a  public 
meeting  characterised  Germans  as  ' '  un- 
trustworthy, unscrupulous,  and  cruel,"  but  we  question 
whether,  notwithstanding  his  intimate  knowledge,  he  had 
envisaged  the  depths  of  depravity  to  which  Germans 
could  sink.  Germany  had  rulers  who  proved  themselves, 
to  be  common  burglars  and  thieves,  and  have  insti- 
gated and  carried  out  the  most  hideous  crimes  on  an 
unparalleled  scale.  •  It  was  soon  obvious  that  this 
country,  with  the  heroic  nations  who  formed  the  group 
of  Allies,  had  a  superhuman  task  before  it  to  over- 
come the  evil  forces  of  the  Central  Powers.  We  in 
pharmacy  have  a  particular  cause  to  despise  the  chemists 
of  Germany  who  devised  and  carried  out  the  use  of 
poisonous  gases  in  warfare,  thus  defiling  the  most  noble 
science  to  the  lowest  grade.  The  fight  of  Right  against 
Might  has  had  to  be  waged  with  blood  and  tears,  and 
through  the  terrible  years  that  have  passed  since  the  fatal 
date  of  the  declaration  of  war  the  oft-repeated  heart-stabs 
seemed  almost  unbearable  as  the  young  'life  of  the  country 
was  sacrificed  in  the  struggle.  The  drug-trade  has  con- 
tributed thousands  of  precious  lives  to  the  Moloch  of  war, 
and  many  who  return  will  be  maimed  in  body  and  mind. 
It  is  not  our  intention  at  this  moment  to  follow  closely 
the  events  of  the  war  :  these  are  too  well  known  to  need 
repetition.  Suffice  it  to  say  that  within  the 
Nov.  11,      last  few  weeks  a  dramatic  change  came  over 

1918.  the  scene,  and  the  signs  were  plainly  written 
that  the  forces  of  Evil  were  at  their  last  gasp. 
So  recently  as  September  the  Kaiser  was  assuring  his 
servile  people  that  they  would  wan  the  war,  but  within 
a  few  days  of  that  time*  following  the  collapse  of  Bulgaria, 
Turkey,  and  Austria-Hungary,  Germany  was  obliged  to 
ask  for  an  armistice.  The  end  came  swiftly.  The 
armistice  terms  were  delivered  to  the  German  envoys  on 
November  9,  but  meanwhile  revolutions  had  broken  out 
all  over  the  German  Empire.  The  arch-criminals— Kaiser 
and  Grown  Prince— fled  from  the  vengeance  of  their 
people,  and  all  the  German  kings  have  been  removed  by 
their  outraged  subjects.  The  acceptance  of  the  terms  of 
the  armistice  was  to  be  notified  by  the  German  envoys 
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by  11  o'clock  on  Monday,  November  11,  and  all  the  people 
of  the  Allied  nations  were  waiting  events — waiting,  how- 
ever, with  the  knowledge  that  if  the  terms  were  not 
accepted  a  military  dibucle  would  follow  of  a  magnitude 
which  would  make  the  message  unmistakable  to  Germans. 
Shortly  before  eleven  the  news  of  the  acceptance  of  the 
armistice  became  known  in  London.  At  first  a  rush  for 
special  editions  of  the  newspapers,  then  a  violley  of 
maroon-firing,  the  ringing  of  bells,  and  rousing  cheers 
from  the  people  in  the  street — a  letting  loose  of  the 
pent-up  feeling  of  years.  The  British  are  not  a  demon- 
strative race,  but  with  a  leavening  of  French,  Belgians, 
Americans,  and  Colonials  the  street  scenes  reached  an 
enthusiasm  that  has  never  yet  been  paralleled  in  this 
country.    The  same  afternoon  in  the  House  of  Commons 

the  terms  of  the  armistice  were  announced. 
Terms  of    These  are  of  such  a  nature  as  tcj-secure  the 
the         guarantees    that    Germany     cannot  cause 
Armistice,   further  trouble  from  a  military  point  of  view. 

Germany  has  to  evacuate  all  invaded 
countries  immediately,  and  retire  to  the  right  bank  of  the 
Rhine  within  thirty-one  days.  Bridge-heads  of  Mayence, 
Coblentz,  and  Cologne  are  to  be  in  the  hands  of  the 
Allies  so  long  as  the  armistice  lasts.  AM  prisoners  taken 
from  the  Allies  are  to  be  immediately  repatriated,  and 
there  must  be  a  complete  abandonment  of  the  Treaties  of 
Bucharest  and  Brest-Litovsk.  Other  points  are  the 
surrender  of  5,000  guns,  30,000  machine-guns,  and  2,000 
aeroplanes,  the  handing  over  of  all  submarines  and  most 
of  the  vessels  of  the  Germany  navy.  The  blockade  is  to 
continue,  and  German  prisoners  in  the  hands  of  the  Allies 
are  to  remain  where  they  are  until  a  decision  is  made  at 
the  Peace  Conference.  Restitution  is  to  be  made  imme- 
diately for  stolen  money  and  goods,  in  addition  to  repara- 
tion to  the  Allies  for  war  damage.  These  terms  are  the 
terrible  price  which  Germany  has  to  pay  to  make  her 
realise  the  enormity  of  her  crimes  against  civilisation. 
The  occupied  regions  include  several  chemical  works 
where  poison  gas  was  made,  and  from  which  formerly 
emanated  pharmaceutical  products.  Stern  justice  will  be 
meted  out  to  offenders  against  international  law,  and  we 
welcome  the  announcement  that  the  torturers  of  prisoners 
of  war  are  to  be  punished  as  well  as  those  in  high  places 
who  encouraged  or  acquiesced  in  acts  of  cruelty  upon  the 
helpless.    The  Allies  have  the  forces  necessary  to  carry 

out  the  terms  of  the  armistice.    It  is  neces- 
A  sary,  ""however,    to   add    that   the  German 

Warning,    nation  has  not  so  far  shown  any  sign  of 

remorse  for  her  criminal  acts  of  the  last 
four  years,  but  it  is  hoped  that  when  a  free  and  unfettered 
people  have  stabilised  the  government  of  the  unhappy 
country  some  proof  of  good  faith  will  be  forthcoming. 
One  must,  however,  remember  that  the  German  nature 
cannot  be  changed  at  once  :  it  may  be  that  several  genera- 
tions will  be  required  before  the  German  nation  will  have 
worked  out  its  redemption.  Having  freed  it  from 
Prussian  militarism  it  is  expected  that  Germany  will  soon 
catch  up  with  the  democracy  of  other  nations.  In  this 
hour  of  victory  we  tender  our  deepest  sympathy  to 
the  relatives  of  all  the  fallen  heroes.  The  sacrifice  has 
saved  the  priceless  heritage  of  civilisation  for  the  whole 
world. 

Commerce  is  at  present  subject  to  all  kinds  of  regula- 
tions and  restrictions  which  buyers  and  sellers  are- 
anxious  to  get  rid  of  at  the  first  opportunity.    It  will  be 

necessary  in  the  national  interest  to  retain, 
D.O.R.A.     many  of  these  regulations  for  a  time,  but 

only  such  as  are  absolutely  necessary  should 
be  allowed  to  remain  in  operation.  A  strong  national 
effort  will  be  needed  to  get  rid  of  the  horde  of  officials 
that  has  been  created  since  the  war  began,  especially  as 
many  vested  interests  have  arisen.  Whilst  giving  every 
credit  to  the  Government  clerks  in  the  numerous  depart- 
ments who  have  done  their  best  to  cope  with  the  unpre- 
cedented problems  that  have  been  before  them,  it  must 
be  stated  franbly  that  the  lack  of  technical  knowledge 
and  appreciation  of  commercial  conditions  has  produced 
the  feeling  that  the  whole  of  the  staffs  in  the  super- 
numerary departments   of   the  Government   should  be 


cashiered  forthwith  There  should,  however,  be  no 
misunderstanding  in  regard  to  the  regulations  made  under 
the  Defence  of  the  Realm  Act.  The  Act  passed  on 
August  8  gives  power  to  issue  regulations  "during  the 
continuance  of  the  present  war,"  and  the  termination  of 
the  war  has  been  settled  by  Mr.  Justice  Atkin's  Com- 
mission to  be  the  date  when  the  last  definitive  treaty  of 
peace  shall  have  been  signed  between  the  combatants 
engaged  in  the  present  war  and  ratified  where  ratification 
is  necessary.  As  by  the  theory  of  our  Constitution  ratifi- 
cation of  a  treaty  must  be  by  Act  of  Parliament,  the 
result  in  practice  will  be  that  an  Act  will  be  required 
before  the  emergency  legislation  ceases  to  have  effect. 
Peace  may  not  be.  signed  for  many  weeks  yet,  and  there 
is  the  probability  of  a  new  crop  of  peace  emergency 
legislation  the  purpose  of  which  will  be  to  extend  the 
duration  of  many  of  the  regulations  referred  to.  Mr. 
Bonar  Law  announced  on  Wednesday  that  a  small  com- 
mittee has  been  appointed  to  consider  the  matter  of  the 
abandonment  of  the  Defence  of  the  Realm  Act  and  war 
legislation  of  a  similar  character. 

Many  people  are,  of  course,  exercised  in  their  minds 
as  to  what  effect  the  cessation  of  hostilities  will  have  on 
prices,  but  as  the  war  now  closing  is  without  a  precedent 
the  market  outlook  may  be  unsettled  for  a  month  or  more, 
and  at  this  stage  matters  are  too  complicated  to  allow  of 
sound  conclusions  being  drawn.  It  is  probable  that  there 
will  be  no  decided  change  in  values  for  a  short  period, 

but  if  there  should  be  a  general  and  con- 
Effect  on  tinued  abstention  from  buying  at  the 
Prices.        present    high    prices,    as    is    not  unlikely, 

values,  except  for  those  articles  which  are 
extremely  scarce,  are  likely  to  decline  gradually.  In 
time  the  large  Government  demand  for  drugs,  chemicals, 
and-  pharmaceuticad  products  must  cease  and  less 
"control"  be  exercised  on  imports  and  exports.  This 
factor  may,  however,  be  counterbalanced  to  some  extent 
by  demand  from  depleted  markets  in  all  parts  of  the 
world.  The  replenishment  of  these  markets  is  a  question 
of  tonnage,  which  may  not  be  available  until  well  after 
demobilisation,  although  the  Controller  of  Shipping  states 
that  it  is  intended  so  soon  as  possible  to  release  privately 
owned  ships.  The^  question  of  future  prices  in  many 
products  is  also  intimately  connected  with  the  Govern- 
ment control  of  imports  and  exports,  and  the  markets 
not  being  "free,"  prices  are  also  controlled.  There  are 
many  crude  drugs  like  ipecacuanha,  sarsaparilla,  rhubarb, 
senega,  cascara  sagrada,  gentian,  calumba,  benzoin,  nux 
vomica,  myrrh,  and  acacia,  and  articles  like  gums  and 
spices,  which  afe  not  controlled,  and  where  adequate 
stocks  exist  we  ought  to  see  easier  prices  shortly,  this 
remark  applying  especially  to  ipecacuanha,  sarsaparilla, 
balsams,  senega,  gentian,  and  cascara  sagrada.  Honey  is 
also  likely  to  be  cheaper,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  impor- 
tations are  to  be  ilicensed,  and  a  reduction  in  olive  oil 
may  be  looked  for,  as  prices  are  to  be  fixed.  There  is 
also  a  prospect  that  supplies  of  medicinal  castor  oil  may 
be  again  available  shortly  as  well  as  glucose.  There  is 
little  room  for  a  further  reduction  in  senna,  as  the  export 
embargo  has  kept  prices  down,  but  should  better  facilities 
be  given  for  export  an  improvement  may  be  expected. 
There  is  plenty  of  room  for  a  decline  in  shellac  after 
"control""  is  removed,  as,  although  stocks  are  low,  the 
spot  price  is  fictitious;  while  spices  like  pepper,  pimento,- 
cloves,  and  ginger  all  show  signs  of  a  decline  from  the  pre- 
sent inflated  values.  Menthol,  Japanese  oil  of  mint,  and 
star-anise  oil  are  not  likely  to  show  much  movement  either 
way  as,  although  good  stocks  exist,  the  bulk  is  in  firm 
hands  'awaiting  the  demand  from  neutrals.  Quinine, 
prices  have  been  fixed  just  as  the  war  closes,  so  that 
buyers  need  have  no  hesitation  in  covering  their  wants. 
The  glycerin  supply  will  soon  be  resumed.  Last  week  we 
published  the  letter  we  had  received  from  the  Ministry 
of  Munitions  promising  that  supplies  would  be  available 
for  medicinal  purposes.  Since  then  we  have  received 
information  that  glycerin  will  be  available  both  for 
medicinal  and  for  other  purposes.  It  is  obvious  that  the 
military  requirements  of  glycerin  have  suddenly  ceased, 
and  that  the  Ministry  will  be  in  a  position  to  fulfil  their 
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promises  of  an  ample  supply  for  the  trade.  Notice  was 
issued  on  November  11  that  lights  need  be  no  longer

Economy  in  lighting  and  heating  is  still 
needed  on  account  of  the  coal  shortage,  but  it  is  hoped 
that  with  the  return  of  coal-miners  from  the  ranks  a 
better  supply  of  fuel  will  be  available.  Recruiting 
for  the  Army  has  been  suspended,  and  all  calling- 
up  notices  are  cancelled.  The  whole  country  will 
now    require    to   turn   its    attention    to    problems  of 

reconstruction.  We  have  endeavoured-  to 
Demobilisa-  indicate  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  the 
tion.        difficulties  which  confront  the  drug-trade. 

Unfortunately,  owing  to  the  dilatory  pro- 
ceedings of  the'  Pharmaceutical  Council,  the  needed  spade- 
work  has  hot  yet  been  completed.  There  is  as  yet  no 
Whitley  Council  for  the  drug-trade  formed  or  in  process 
of  formation— no  body  with  which  the  Government  can 
confer  on  the  great  questions  connected  with  demobilisa- 
tion  and  resettlement  which  are  now  arising.  Dr. 
Addison  announced  in  the  House  of  Commons  on 
November  12  that  the  plans  for  demobilisation  of  the 
Army  and  the  re-establishment  of  industry  are  well 
forward.  Those  soldiers  who  have  positions  waiting  for 
them  (estimated  to  be  60  per  cent,  of  the  men  in  the 
Army-)  will  return  to  civil  life  before  those  who  have  no 
definite  prospects,  and  it  has  been  promised  that  those  who 
were  engaged  in  single-man  businesses  shall  be  amongst 
the  earliest  to  be  released  from  the  Army.  A  priority  list 
of  industrial  groups  is  being  prepared.  Dr.  Addison 
referred  to  the  rawjnaterials  available,  and  outlined  the 
scheme  of  distribution  which  will  be  adopted.  The  country 
wants  to  get  back  to  the  normal  as  soon  as  possible,  but 
with  the  old  troubles  redressed  and  the  path  smoothed  for 
those  who  have  gone  through  the  tortures  of  hell  at  the 
call  of  their  country. 

Disabled  Men  as  Pharmacists. 

The  scheme  devised  by  the  Ministries  of.  Labour  and 
Pensions  in  collaboration  with  the  National  Trade 
Advisory  Committee  (Disabled  Sailors  and  Soldiers)  for 
Pharmacists,  to  which  reference  was  made  in  the  Chemist 
and  Druggist,  August  24,  is  being  issued  this  week. 
It  is  No.  XXIII.  of  the  Reports  upon  Openings  in  In- 
dustry suitable  for  disabled  sailors  and  soldiers,  and  can 
be  obtained  from  the  Stationery  Office  for  Id.  The 
main  lines  of  the  -scheme  have  been  explained  on  a 
previous  occasion,  but  we  emphasise  the  underlying 
principle  of  this  scheme,  which  is  to  enable  suitable 
disabled  sailors  and  soldiers  to  take  up  new  trades. 
Only  such  men  can  take  up  the  training  as  are  con- 
sidered suitable  by  a  local  Technical  Advisory  Com- 
mittee for  Pharmacists  or  by  the  National  Advisory 
Committee  (Disabled  Sailors  and  Soldiers)  for  Pharma- 
cists, and  the  nomination  of  suitable  cases  _  appears  to 
rest  with  the  Local  War  Pensions  Committee.  The 
scheme  does  not  apply  to  pharmaceutical  undergraduates 
who  will  be  demobilised  without  war  injuries,  nor  would 
it  appear  to  apply  to  disabled  men  of  the  same  class^ 
because  these  would  not  require  the  full  term  of 
apprenticeship  after  the  year's  course  at  a  school  of 
pharmacy.  The  Report  first  outlines  the  requirements 
for  pharmacists  and  then  states  how  far  these  will  be 
modified  in  the  case  of  disabled  men.  The  Pharma- 
ceutical Society,  for  instance,  would  register  a  student  if 
satisfied  that  his  education  has  been  such  as  would 
have  enabled  him  to  pass  an  examination  of  the  required 
standard  at  the  ordinary  school  age.  As  a  further  con- 
cession disabled  sailors  and  soldiers  will  be  allowed  to 
undergo  a  course  of  training  at  an  approved  school  of 
pharmacy  before  apprenticeship,  and  will  be  examined 
an  the  scientific  subjects,  excluding  practical  pharmacy 
and  dispensing,  at  the  expiration  of  the  school  course. 
The  school  fees  (one  year)  are  stated  to  be  211.  and  the 
registration  and  examination  fees  12?.  12s.    Tfoe  calling 


is  stated  to  offer  good  opportunities  for  those  who,  whilst 
capable  of  the  use  of  their  limbs,  and  having  fair  vision, 
are  not  able  to  undergo  much  physical  exertion.  The 
candidates  will  be  granted  maintenance  allowances  during 
the  first  year's  training,  and  for  the  second  year  the 
pharmacist  who  employs  the  trained  student  will  be 
required  to  pay  him  a  minimum  weekly  wage  of  21.  2$. 
per  week ;  for  the  third  year  the  rate  is  21.  12s,  6d. — 
these  payments  being  exclusive  of  any  pension  the  dis- 
abled man  may  have.  The  Ministry  will  also  defray 
the  cost  of  apparatus  not  exceeding  51.,  and  of  books 
not  exceeding  61.,  which  the  student  will  require  at  the 
school  of  pharmacy.  .  A  note  is  appended  regarding  the 
syllabus  of  training  drawn  up  by  the  Advisory  Com- 
mittee. It  appears  that  the  Committee — national  or 
local — will  superintend  generally  the  progress  of  the 
students. 

Quinine  Prices  Fixed. 

On  page  2  of  this  issue  we  publish  in  full  the  Quinine 
(Dealings)  Order,  1918,  which  appeared  in  the  "London 
Gazette"  of  November  8.  This  Order,  it  will  be  seen, 
assumes  a  much :  more  stringent  control  over  quinine 
than  heretofore,  inasmuch  as  a  permit  is  now  required 
to  sell  or  purchase  any  quinine  sulphate  exceeding. 
1,000  oz.,  while  all  persons  having  possession  of  stocks- 
of  quinine  or  quinine  salts  exceeding  25  oz.  may  be 
required  to  furnish  particulars  to  the  Director  of  Army 
Contracts.  There  must  be  several  thousand  pharmacists 
in  the  Kingdom  who  have  stocks  of  quinine  and  its  salts 
exceeding  25  oz.,  and  the  presumption  is  that,  although  it 
is  not  necessary  to  declare  these  stocks,  the  Army  Council 
is  conferred  with  powers  to  obtain  particulars  if  necessary. 
The  maximu^prices  which  have  been  fixed  show  a  drastic 
cut  on  those  current  just  prior  to  the  issue  of  the  Order 
■ — e.g.  in  the  second-hand  market  retail-  sales  of  sulphate 
being  made  at  6s.  6d.  to  7s.  per  oz.  net,  this  being  for 
lots  of  100  oz.  and  less,  whereas  the  pa-ice  fixed  for  100  to 
1,000  oz.  is  now  3s.  2±d.,  or  practically  half.  It  is,  of 
course,  impossible  for  a  dealer  to  acquire,  say,  10,000  oz. 
from  the  Government,  who  control  quinine  at  the  source, 
so  that  his  business  will  be  confined  to  the  retailing  of,  say, 
25-oz.  tins,  on  which,  according  to  the  scale,  he  is  allowed 
Id  per  oz.  profit.  It  will  be  seen  that  in  lots  of  100  oz. 
and  upwards  the  price  includes  the  cost  of  container,  but 
when  the  bulk  is  broken  and  fresh  packages  of  lees  than 
100  oz.  made  up  -(e.g.  25  oz.,  4  oz.,  or  1  oz.)  the  quoted 
prices  do  not  include  cost  of  container.  Buyers  and 
sellers  will  now  have  to  adjust  themselves  to  the  new 
market  conditions,  but  very  little  attention  has  been 
paid  to  the  Order  this  week  owing  to  the  disorganisation 
of  the  markets  ia&a  consequence  of  the  armistice  rejoicings. 


The  Glycerin  Sup Jy. 

Referring  to  the  note  which  we  published  last  week 
(p  46)  we  have  received  a  further  communication  from 
the  Ministry  of  Munitions  of  War,  Explosives  Depart- 
ment (Propellant  Supplies  Branch),  32  Old  Queen 
Street,  Westminster,  S.W.  1,  as  follows  : 

"  I  am  directed  to  refer  to  this  Department's  letter  of 
November  6  informing  you  of  certain  relaxations  of  the 
glycerin  restrictions.  I  am  now  to  inform  you  that  m  view 
of  the  armistice  which  has  been  concluded  the  Department 
has  informed  the  glycerin  manufacturers  of  its  willingness 
to  consider  applications  for  licences  for  additional  quantities 
of  glycerin  both  for  medicinal  and  for-  other  purposes. 

"  I  am  further  to  inform  you  that  the  stipulations  regard- 
inn-  the  uses  of  medicinal  glycerin  which  were  stated  in  the 
Department's  letter  of  November  6  are  withdrawn. 

Japanese  Tooth-beushes.— The  export  to  Great  Britain 
of  Japanese  tooth-brushes  is  very  brisk  at  present.  l,ne 
Japanese  merchants  and  manufacturers  are  now  con- 
tinuously receiving  fresh  orders  from  England.

macy Club.  His  health  is 
now  thoroughly  re-estab- 
lished. Mr.  Humphrey 
first  entered  public  life  as 
Secretary  of  the  Sunder- 
land Chemists'  Assistants' 
and  Apprentices'  Associa- 
tion, and  we  next  find  him 
taking  an  active  part  in 
chemists'  affairs  at  Shef- 
field, where  he  was  when 
his  literary  abilities  at- 
tracted the  attention  of 
Dr.  B.  H.  Paul,  at  that  time  Editor  of  "  The  Pharmaceutical 
Journal."  He  accepted  an  invitation  to  join  the  staff  of 
that  journal  in  1892,  and  since  that  time  has  been  closely 
connected  with  official  pharmaceutical  life,  having  been 
associated  particularly  with  Michael  Carteighe  and  G.  T.  W. 
Newsholme.  It  was  Mr.  Carteighe's  wish  that  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  should  undertake  the  preparation  of  a  com- 
prehensive work  on  galenicals,  the  result  being  the 
production  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Codex(  of  which 
Mr.  Humphrey  devised  the  plan  and  beoame  the  editor. 
He  assisted  Mr.  Newsholme  in  his  scheme  for  organis- 
ing pharmacy,  this  plan  being  the  starting-point  of  the 
many  that  have  since  been  put  forward.  His  other 
principal  works  are  "  Materia.  Medioa  and  Pharmacy  " 
in  Kimpton's  Pocket  Text-Book  Series,  and  "  Pharma- 
copedia,"  of  which  he  is  part  author.  He  has  also 
had  much  experience  as  a  teacher  in  Sheffield,  and 
recently  in  London,  and  has  always  taken  an  interest  in 
pharmaceutical  education.  It  will  thus  be  seen  that  Mr. 
Humphrey  is  a  distinct  acquisition  to  the  Board  of  Ex- 
aminers, as  he  is  an  expert  in  all  the  subjects  of  the  phar- 
maceutical examinations.  At  the  present  time,  in  addition 
to  the  positions  mentioned  above,  Mr.  Humphrey  is  Presi- 
dent of  the  South-West  London  Chemists'  Association, 
member  of  the  London  Pharmaceutical  Committee1  and)

County  Executive,  member  of  the  Middlesex  County  Execu- 
tive, member  of  the  Committees  of  the  North  London 
Pharmacists'  Association  and  the  Harrow  Pharmacists'  Asso- 
ciation, and  Past  Master  of  the  Galen  Lodge  of  Freemasons. 
Mr.  Humphrey  has  three  sons,  all  of  whom  have  done  their 
part  in  the  war.  One  son  is  equipment  officer  in  the  Royal 
Air  Force,  Egypt,  another  is  in  charge  of  a  telephone 
exchange  at  a  rest  camp  in  Franco,  and  the  third  was  dis- 
charged from  the  Service  with  an  injured  eye,  and  is  now 
fruit-farming  in  British  Columbia.  Mr  Humphrey  himself 
has  been  through  the  course  of  training  with  the  City  of 
London  National  Guards,  and  he  is  a  Fellow  of  the  Institute 
of  Journalists — which  both  testify  eloquently  to  his  enthu- 
siasm in  public  life  outside  pharmacy. 

Mr.  John  Wicliffe  Peck,  Ph.C,  has  been  pharmacist  to 
the  Hospital  for  Sick  Children,  Great  Ormond  Street,  London, 
W.C.,  for  over  twenty  years,  and  was  for  some  years 
assistant  bacteriologist  to  the  institution,  which  is  the  largest 
of  its  kind  in  the  world.  Mr.  Peck  passed  the  Qualifying 
examination  in  1897  and  the  Major  in  the  following  year. 
In  1901  he  was  elected  President  of  the  Chemists'  Assistants' 
Association,  and  delivered  an  inaugural  address  (C.  &  J)., 
II.,  1901,  p.  641)  distinguished  by  many  felicitous  quotations 
and  allusions.  Numerous  contributions  to  the  "  Hospital 
Gazette "  and  other  scientific  papers  testify  to  his  versa- 
tility in  research,  the  internal  administration  of  liquid 
paraffin  being  a  subject  in  which  he  did  a  good  deal  of 
pioneer  work.  A  recent  device  of  his  for  moulding  celluloid 
as  a  surgical  support  has  brought  him  the  gratitude  of 
hundreds  of  little  patients  at  the  hospital  over  which  he  pre- 
sides as  head  dispenser.  In  spite  of  other  demands  on  his 
time  he  has  of  late  acted  as  a  special  constable. 


The  Assay  of  Saccharin  Tablets. 

We  referred  recently  [C.  &  D.,  October  26,  p.  43)  to  the 
analytical  work  done  by' Mr.  H.  Droop  Richmond  and  Mr. 
C.  Alfred  Hill  in  connection  with  the  assay  of  saccharin. 
These  investigators,  with  Mr.  S.  Royce,  made  a  further  con- 
tribution to  the  subject  at  a  meeting  of  the  Society  of 
Public  Analysts  on  November  6.  The  paper  contained  a 
short  description  of  the  manufacture  of  tablets  and  gave 
the  results  of  analyses  of  a  large  number  of  samples  sold 
recently  in  Great  Britain.  It  is  pointed  out  that  the  alka- 
line-acid method  cannot  be  used  owing  to  the  presence  of 
salts  of  stearic  acid  prescribed  in  the  British  Pharma- 
ceutical Codex,  and  chiefly  employed  to  consolidate  the 
tablets.  The  method  used  is  to  add  sufficient  N/4  hydro- 
chloric acid  to  neutralise  the  alkali  in  twenty  tablets,  and  to 
give  when  made  up  to  50  c.c.  an  acidity  equal  to  2N. 
This  is  boiled  one  and  a  half  hour  and  the  ammonia  dis- 
tilled off  into  standard  acid.  The  Government-controlled 
tablets  (full  strength)  should  contain  0.3  gr.  saccharin  per 
tablet.  If  British  saccharin  is  taken  as  97.5  per  cent,  ortho- 
sulphonimide,  and  2.5  per  cent,  variation  is  allowed  for 
the  strength  of  the  saccharin,  with  5  per  cent,  variation 
in  the  size  and  composition  of  the  tablet,  and  2  per  cent, 
allowance  for  loss  by  abrasion  during  the  transmission  of 
the  sample,  then  "  full-strength "  tablets  should  contain 
between  0.315  gr.  and  0.265  gr.  of  saccharin.  These  calcu- 
lated figures  are  borne  out  by  the  examination  of  120 
samples  examined  during  the  control  of  manufacture,  the 
limits  found  being  0.312  and  0.258  (only  one  sample  being 
below  0.265).  A  large  number  of  samples  were  purchased 
recently  on  the  open  market,  and  are  divided  into  two 
classes— those  sold  under  Government  control  and  those 
uncontrolled.  Of  the  controlled  samples,  broadly  speaking, 
about  one-half  of  the  full  strength  fell  between  the  limits, 
and  the  majority  of  the  remainder  were  not  more  than 
10  per  cent,  below.  Of  the  uncontrolled  tablets  only  twelve 
samples  out  of  the  160  fell  within  the  limits,  and  in  about 
one-third  the  deficiency  exceeded  50  per  cent.  In  all  except 
five  instances  there  was  no  statement  on  tho  label  that  the 
tablets  were  not  of  full  strength.  It  would  naturally  be 
presumed  tiat  they  are  of  the  customary  sweetness.  The 
price  charged  for  'uncontrolled  tablets  was,  except  in  very 
few  instances,  above,  and  in  many  cases  much  above,  the 
controlled  price;  but  the  value  of  the  tablets  bore  no 
apparent  relation  to  the  price,  the  most  expensive  tablet 
being  almost  the  worst.  The  uncontrolled  tablets  were  often 
badly  made,  and  some  appear  to  be  instances  of  gross 
profiteering. 

Australian  SpiBrr-DTJTiES.— The  Australian  Common- 
wealth has  fixed  new  import  and  Excise  duties  on  alcoholic 
liquors.  Spirits  now  rjay  25s.  per  proof  gal.,  if  denatured 
3s.,  and  if  perfumed  30s.  The  duties  on  essences  and  wines 
are  graded  according  to  strength,  the  maximum  being 
25s.  per  gal. 
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The  Jubilee  of  the  Pharmacy 
Act,  1868. 

A  Paper  read  before  the  North  London  Pharmacists'  Association 
on  November  14.  1918,  by  S.  W.  Woolley,  Editor  of 
"The  Chemist  and  Druggist," 


The  Pharmacy  Act,  1868,  became  law  on  July  31  in 
that  year,  and  as  fifty  years  have  passed  since  then, 
sufficient  time  has  elapsed  to  enable  us  to  judge  of  the 
effect  of  this  important  measure.  The  question  is,  Has 
the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868,  fulfilled  the  intentions  of  its 
promoters  ?  Before  answering  this  interrogation  it  will 
be  as  well  to  find  out  what  were  these  intentions.  This 
is  best  discovered  by  considering  the  origin  of  phar- 
macy and  poison  legislation.  The  necessary  historical 
survey  will  be  as  brief  as  possible. 

The  first  method  of  regulating  pharmacy  in  this 
country  is  shown  in  an  Act  passed  in  1540  "  Concern- 
ing Phisicians,"  when  authority  was  given  to  the 
College  of  Physicians  to  elect  four  persons 

to  entre  into  the  house  or  houses  of  all  and  evy  poticary 
now  or  any  tyme  herafter  using  the  mysterie  or  crafte  of 
a  potioatry  within  the  said  cdttie  onely  to  serche  viewe  and 
see  _  suche  poticary  wares  druggs  and  stuffes  as  the  said 
potioaries  or  any  of  them  have  or  at  any  tyme  heraftre 
shalhave  in  their  house  or  houses  and  all  suohe  wares 
drugges  and  stuffes  as  the  said  foure  psonnes  shall  then 
fynde  defective  corruptid  and  not  mete  or  convenient  to  - 
be  mstrid  in  any  miidicynes  for  the  helth  of  mens  body  the 
same  iiij  psonnes  calling  to  them  the  warden  of  the  said 
mystery  of  potioaries  within  the  said  cdttie  for  that  tyme 
being  or  one  of  them  shall  cause  to  be  brent  or  otherwise 
destroye  the  same  as  they  shall  thincke  mete  by  their 
discretion.  .  .  . 

By  a  new  Act  obtained  in  1553  power  was  given  to 
imprison  offenders.  According  to  the  evidence  given 
in  1852  before  the  Select  Committee  on  the  Pharmacy 
Bill  by  a  censor  of  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians, 
this  power  was  at  that  time  being  exercised.  It  must 
have  been  more  exciting  than  the  visit  of  an  inspector 
under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  to  have  six 
or  eight  persons  enter  the  shop  to  make  this  search  for 
bad  drugs.  The  witness  referred  to  added  :  "  One  very 
respectable  man  really  almost  disputed  our  right  of 
entrance  until  certain  Acts  were  quoted  to  him." 

In  1607  the  apothecaries  were  united  with  the  grocers 
into  one  corporate  body,  but  in  1616  the  apothecaries  were 
granted  a  separate  charter  with  power  of  search  for 
bad  drugs  in  apothecaries'  shops  within  seven  miles  of 
London,  a  power  which  was  extended  to  "any  part  of 
England  and  Wales "  by  the  Apothecaries  Act,  1815. 
Apothecaries  were  the  physicians'  assistants  originally, 
and  their  charter  confers  no  right  to  prescribe  or  practise 
medicine.  The  apothecaries,  however,  gradually  took  up 
prescribing,  and  in  this  way  incurred  the  displeasure  of 
the  _  physicians.  The  physicians  complained  of  the  ex- 
tortionate charges  for  medicines  which  the  apothecaries 
made,  and  the  College  of  Physicians  in  1697  opened  estab- 
lishments for  dispensing  prescriptions,  and  instituted  a 
very  vigorous  search  for  bad  drugs  in  apothecaries'  shops. 
They  caught  a  tartar,  however,  in  the  person  of  William 
Rose,  whose  drugs  the  College  condemned  and  burnt  in 
front  of  his  shop,  and,  carrying  the  war  still  further, 
prosecuted  Rose  in  1703  for  prescribing  and  adminis- 
tering medicines.  The  case  was  eventually  decided 
against  the  physicians,  and  so  was  established  the  ri- 
of  apothecaries  to  give  advice,  as  well  as  to  dispense  and 
administer  medicines.  The  apothecaries  had  scarcely 
mastered  the  physicians  than  chemists  and  druggists, 
from  being  mere  vendors  of  drugs,  began  to  dispense 
physicians'  prescriptions,  a  practice  in  which  they  were 
encouraged  by  the  physicians.  The  apothecaries  then 
began  persecuting  the  chemists  and  druggists,  and  in 
1748  obtained  a  charter  empowering  them  to  license  sellers 
of  medicine  and  to  search  the  shops  of  chemists.  The 
charter  was  not,  however,  confirmed  by  Act  of  Parliament. 

It  is  doubtful  whether  the  power  *of  search  exercisad 
by  the  physicians  and  apothecaries  ever  did  anv  good. 
The  power  was  abused  by  the  physicians,  as  is  "evident 
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from  the  Rose  case,  as  well  as  by  the  apothecaries,  who, 
themselves  traders,  desired  to  retain  the  means  of 
harassing  competitors  in  business. 

The  First  Poison  Bill. 
The  first  Poison  Bill  of  which  there  is  any  record  was 
introduced  in  1757  by  the  Government,  but  was  dropped 
when  it  reached  the  House  of  Lords.  This  Bill  contained 
a  list  of  poisons  which  were  not  to  be  sold  except  by 
"  such  persons  as  profess  and  practice  the  business  of  an 
apothecary  or  chymist  and  shall  keep  an  open  shop  for 
the  vending  and  retailing  of  medicinal  drugs  or  chymical 
and  galenical  compositions  or  preparations  only  ...  by 
retail."  The  difficulty  was  to  arrive  at  any  definition 
of  chemists  and  of  the  quantities  which  constitute  a 
retail  sale.  The  poison  list  is  worth  quoting,  as  it  is 
the  first  of  its  kind ;  it  contained 

white  arsenick,  or  ratbane,  red  arsenick,  yellow  arsenick. 
white  or  sublimate  mercury,  rod  precipitate  mercury,  mer- 
curius  dulcis  or  calomel,  calcined  mercury,  yellow  mercury 
or  Turpeth  mineral  or  any  other  preparation  of  mereury 
or  any  opium,  verdegrise,  white  vitriol,  stibium  or  glass 
of  antimony,  sugar  ol  lead,  gamboge,  Spanish  flies,  crow- 
figs,  emetic  tartar,  antimony  wine  or  liquid  laudanum. 

Sales  of  poison  were  to  be  entered  in  a  book  and  the 
purchaser  was  to  sign  his  name.  Provision  was  also  made 
for  inspecting  the  poison-book,  and  the  master  was  made 
responsible  for  the  acts  of  his  servants. 

The  Apothecaries  Act. 
The,  jealousy  of  the  apothecaries  at  the  popularity  of 
chemists — or  their  encroachment,  as  the  apothecaries  called 
it — received  a  fresh  impetus  in  1793,  when  some  of  the 
most  active  of  the  apothecaries  formed  the  General  Pharma- 
ceutical Association  of  Great  Britain  to  endeavour  to  re- 
strain chemists  from  dispensing  prescriptions.  The 
method  was  to  collect  evidence  of  alleged  ignorance  and 
inefficiency  on  the  part  of  chemists.  This  Association 
collapsed,  but  another,  formed  in  1812,  presented  a  peti- 
tion to  Parliament,  claiming  the  sole  right  to  vend  phar- 
maceutical preparations  and  compound  physicians'  pre- 
scriptions, and  in  1813  a  Bill  embodying  these  principles 
was  introduced  into  the  House  of  Commons.  This  aroused 
the  chemists  and  druggists  of  the  Metropolis,  and,  as  a 
result  of  opposition,  the  apothecaries  agreed  to  expunge 
from  the  Bill  everything  affecting  chemists.  Section 
XXVIII.  of  the  Apothecaries  Act,  .1815,  consequently 
protects  the  interests  of  chemists  in  "buying,  preparing, 
compounding,  dispensing,  and  vending  drags,  medicines, 
and  medicinable  compounds,  wholesale  and  retail."  This 
Act,  which  is  still  in,  force,  makes  it  an  offence  for  any 
apothecary  to  refuse  to  make  up  physicians'  prescrip- 
tions. 

Another  Poison  Bill. 

In  1819  "a  Bill  for  establishing  regulations  for  the 
sale  of  poisonous  drugs  and  for  better  regulating  the 
mischiefs  -arising  from  the  inattention  or  neglect  of 
persons  vending  the  same "  was  introduced  into  the 
House  of  Commons.  The  list  of  poisons  was  as  follows  : 
White  arsenic,  arsenic  acid,  corrosive  sublimate,  acetate 
of  barytes,  carbonate  of  barytes,  muriate  of  barytes. 
nitrate  of  barytes,  oxalic  acid,  sugar  of  lead,  Goulard's 
extract  of  lead,  prussic  acid,  tartar  emetic,  solid  opium, 
and  laudanum. 

The  Bill  merely  required  these  articles  to  be  labelled 
with  the  word  "  Poison  "  when  in  possession  of  the 
vendor  and  when  sold  to  the  public.  It  contained  a  pro- 
vision that  arsenic  and  oxalic  acid  were  to  be  coloured, 
the  arsenic  with  carbon  and  the  oxalic  acid  with  rose-pink. 

The  Chemists'  Committee,  which  so  successfully 
defeated  the  apothecaries  in  1815,  petitioned  the  House 
of  Commons  against  the  Bill  on  the  ground  that  it  would 
hinder  the  dispensing  of  medicines.  The  chemists  were 
heard  before  the  Committee  of  the  House  to  which  the 
Bill  was  referred.  The  Bill  was  afterwards  withdrawn, 
but  the  Chemists'  Committee  issued  recommendations  to 
chemists  to  use  poison-labels  and  only  to  sell  poisons  to 
responsible  persons. 

The  Foundation  or  the  Pharmaceutical  Society. 
Within  the  next   few  years  several  suggestions  were 
made  for  improving  the  standing  of  chemists,  it  being 
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recognised  that  an  educational  test  would  be  the  best 
protection  against  the  charges    of   ignorance  which  the 
apothecaries  freely    made    against    dispensing  chemists. 
Mr  John  Savory,  of  Bond  Street,  in  1830  tried  to  get  up  a 
petition  to  Parliament   asking  that   steps  be  taken  _  to  ■ 
reflate  the  business  of  pharmacy.    It  was  in  referring 
to  this  movement  that  the  "  Lancet  "  remarked  "  neither 
chemists  nor  druggists  nor  any  other  persons  should  be 
allowed  to  dispense  prescriptions  without  undergoing  a 
strict  examination  to  prove  their  competency."    A  peti- 
tion seems  to  have  been  presented  to  the  House  of  Com- 
mons in  1834  asking  that  dispensers  of  medicine  should 
be  controlled.  '  Another  suggestion  was  that  a  Medical- 
drug  Association  should  be  formed  as  a  department  of  a 
National  Faculty  of  TVledicine,  the  purpose  of  which 
would*  be   to    improve    the    professional    education  of 
chemists.    It  was  about  this  time  that  Mr.  T.  Wakley, 
the  founder  of  the  "  Lancet,"  was  returned  to  Parlia- 
ment as  member  for  Finsbury  with  the  object  of  bring- 
ing about  reform  in  the  medical  profession.    _  Several 
attempts   were   made  to  /initiate   legislation   with  this 
end,    and     these    generally    included    the  regulation 
of  'pharmacy.      Mr.     Warburton    and     Mr.     Wakley  ; 
in     1840     introduced     a    Bill     for    the     registration  j 
of    medical    practitioners,    which    proposed    to    regu-  j 
late     pharmacy     and     grant     certificates  _ '  of     com-  j 
petency  to  chemists  after  examination.    This  proposal 
fell  through,  but  next  year  Mr.  Benjamin  Hawes  brought 
forward  another  Medical  Bill  founded  on  the  one  which 
Mr.  Warburton  had  abandoned.    The  provisions  regard- 
ing chemists  were  of  a  drastic  nature,  but  chemists  were 
not  to  have  any  representation  on  the  governing  body 
which  it  was  proposed  to  create.     This   Bill  aroused 
the    drug-trade.      Meetings     were    held     in  London, 
and  the  opposition  which   was    organised   caused  _  Mr. 
Hawes  to   withdraw  the  measure  which  he  had  intro- 
duced.   It  was  these  meetings  for  the  defence  of  the 
drug-trade  that  gave  Mr.  Jacob  Bell  the  idea  of  founding 
the  Pharmaceutical.  Society  as   a  permanent  institution 
for  protecting  chemists  and  advancing  pharmacy.  The 
meeting  at  which  the  formation  of  the  Society  was  decided 
upon  was  held  on  April  15,  1841.    It  is  interesting  to 
record  that  the  Society  of  Apothecaries  considered^  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  "  not  only  to  be  unnecessary  but 
in   many    respects   highly  objectionable,"  and  they  re- 
solved to  oppose,  any  attempt  "to  glorify  the  chemist 
and  druggist  at  the  expense  of  the  legally  qualified  practi-  : 
tioner."    It  is  not  unlikely  that  the  opposition  to  the 
grant  of  a  charter  was  due  to  the  apothecaries.  The 
charter,  however,  was  granted  on  February  18,  1843. 

In  1844  the  Home  Secretary,  Sir  James  Graham,  on 
behalf  of  the  Government  introduced  a  Medical  Bill. 
It  proposed  to  license  qualified  vendors  of  medicine,  but 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  opposed  the  Bill,  and  an 
exempting  clause  was  inserted  corresponding  to  that  in 
the  Apothecaries  Act.  The  Bill  was,  however,  abandoned 
in  1846.  Mr.  Wakley,  who  had  not  given  up  pressing  his 
Medical  Bill  on  Parliament,  drew  attention  in  the  House 
of  Commons  to  the  frequency  of  fatal  accidents  from 
poisoning,  and  it  was  probably  on  this  account  that  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  drafted  a  Bill  for  the  registra- 
tion of  chemists  and  druggists  and  for  limiting  to  regis- 
tered persons  the  right  to  carry  on  the  business  of  a 
chemist  and  druggist.  The  plan  involved  the  foundation 
of  a  College  of  Pharmacy,  which  was  to  conduct  the  ex- 
aminations. The  idea  had  to  be  abandoned  as  the 
Government  would  not  assist  the  promoters.  An  epidemic 
of  poisoning  at  this  time  produced .  several  ^suggestions 
for  regulating  the  sale  of  poisons.  The  Rev.  Robert 
Montgomery,  in  the  "  Times,"  denounced  chemists  as 
"  venal  poison-mongers "  who  "  traffic  for  pence  in 
murder."  The  subject  was  taken  up  by  the  Provincial 
Medical  and  Surgical  Society,  whose  proposals  were  sub- 
mitted to  a  Committee  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society. 
The  recommendations  of  the  joint  Committee  of  these 
two  bodies  formed  the  basis  of  the  Arsenic  Act,  1851. 
It  should  be  noted  that  owing  to  the  poison  epidemic 
several  local  improvement  Acts  passed  shout  this  time 
contained  sections  dealing  with  the  sale  of  poison,  but 
these  have  been  repealed  since  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868, 


became  law.  The  sale  of  arsenic  was  not  restricted  to 
chemists  by  the  Arsenic  Act,  1851,  the  reason  being  that 
no  definition  of  a  chemist  and  druggist  was  possible 
whilst  the  drug-trade  was  unorganised.  The  colouring  of 
■  arsenic  before  sale  as  required  in  this  Act  carried  out  the 
requirements  of  the  Poison  Bill  of  1819  and  many  sugges- 
tions made  since  then. 

The  Pharmacy^  Act,  1852. 
Mr.  Jacob  Bell,  to  further  the  object  he  had  in  view 
in  founding  the  Society,  obtained  a  seat  in  the  House  of 
Commons  as  member  for  St.  Albans.  In  1851  he  intro- 
duced a  Pharmacy  Bill  which  had  been  drafted  by  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society.  The  Bill  proposed  to  register 
all  persons  then  carrying  on  the  business  of  chemists  and 
druggists  in  Great  Britain  and  to  make  it  illegal  after- 
wards to  carry  on  business  under  that  title  unless  the 
person  were  qualified  by  examination  of  tlie  Pharma- 
ceutical Society.  The  meaning  of  "  pharmaceutical 
chemist"  was  given  as  "chemists  and  druggists,  dis- 
pensing chemists,  and  every  other  name  denoting  a  vendor 
and  dispenser  of  medicines."  The  Bill  was  opposed  in 
j  the  House,  but  was  referred  to  a  Select  Committee,  from 
;  which  it  emerged  as  a  measure  confirming  and  amending 
j  the  charter  of  the  Society  and  conferring  an  honorary  dis- 
tinction on  the  members  of  the  Society.  The  examina- 
tion for  pharmaceutical  chemists  was  voluntary  as  it  is 
at  the  present  day,  but  it  is  under  this  Act  that  prose- 
cutions are  instituted  for  fraudulently  assuming  any 
title  implying  membership  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society. 

The  Pharmacy  Act,  1868. 
In  1857  the  subject  of  poison  legislation  again  attracted 
the  attention  of  the  Government  by  reason  of  the  frequency 
of  poisoning  cases,  as  a  consequence  of  which  a  Bill  was  in- 
troduced to  restrict  and  regulate  the  sale  of  poisons,  which 
prohibited  the  sale  of  a  number  of  poisons  except  on  the 
certificate  of  a  clergyman,  medical  practitioner,  or  Justice 
of  the  Peace.  All  solid  poisons  had  tc  be  coloured  with 
soot  or  indigo  and  liquid  poisons  with  archil,  and  poisons 
were,  only  to  be  sold  in  angular  bottles.  There  were  several 
other  extraordinary  proposals,  including  one  which,  after 
a  second  offence,  disabled  a  person  from  carrying  on  the 
business  of  a  chemist  and  druggist  in  the  future.  The  Bill 
was  referred  to  a  Select  Committee  and  considerably 
altered,  but  the  defeat  of  the  Government  wrecked  the 
measure.  The  new  Government  again  introduced  the  Bill, 
but  the  opposition  was  so  great  that  it  was  withdrawn 
when  it  reached  the  House  of  Commons.  Then  occurred  the 
terrible  poisoning  calamity  at  Bradford,  in  which  arsenic 
was  accidentally  used  as  an  ingredient  in  peppermint 
lozenges  sold  in  the  Market  Place.  Twenty  persons  lost 
their  lives,  and  over  200  were  made  seriously  ill.  The 
Government  in  consequence  brought  in  a  Bill  which  modi- 
fied the  proposals  in  the  previous  Government  measure. 
It  contained  a  poison-schedule  suggested  by  Dr.  Alfred 
Swaine  Taylor  to  the  Select  Committee  in  1857,  which 
wa.s  the  basis  of  the  poison-schedule  in  the  Pharmacy  Act, 
1868.  The  Government,  however,  was  defeated  on  the 
Reform  Bill,  which  led  to  the  abandonment  of  the  Sale  of 
Poisons  Bill.  The  Medical  Act,  1858,  which  might  have 
caused  trouble  to  chemists,  contains  a  section  preserving 
the  rights  of  those  who  practise  pharmacy. 

In  1863  the  General  Medical  Council  put  forward  a 
scheme  for  recasting  the  Medical  Act,  1858,  which  was  to 
bring  pharmaceutical  education  and  examination  under 
"the  control  of  that  body.  This  movement  and  a  report  of 
Dr.  Alfred  Swaine  Taylor  to  the  Privy  Council  on  the  sale 
of  poisons  caused  both  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  and  the 
United  Society  of  Chemists  and  Druggists  to  prepare  and 
present  Bills  to  Parliament  for  the  control  of  the  sale  of 
poisons  and  for  promoting  the  education  of  chemists  and 
druggists.  These  Bills  were  in  1865  referred  to  a  Select 
Committee.  The  result  was  that  a  Bill  was  drafted  based  on 
the  recommendations  of  the  Select  Committee  and  agreed 
to  by  both  Societies.  The  Government  would  not,  however, 
agree  to  confer  on  registered  chemists  the  exclusive  right 
to  compound  physicians'  prescriptions,  and  this  ideal  had 
i  to  be  abandoned.  The  Ph-irmaev  Bill,  after  several  amend- 
ments, finally  received  the  Royal  Assent  on  July  31, 1868.  A 
short  Act  in  1869  made  it  clear  that  all  medical  practitioner^ 
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were  exempt  from  the  penalties  imposed  by  the  first  fifteen 
sections  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868.  Many  attempts  were 
made  from  time  to  time  to  obtain  amending  Acts,  but  it 
was  not  until  1908  that,  as  a  result  of  an  agitation  founded 
on  the  alleged  difficulties  in  obtaining  agricultural  poisons, 
the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act  became  law.  This  Act  also 
settled  the  vexed  question  of  company  pharmacy.  The 
schedule  of  this  Act  replaced  that  of  the  Pharmacy  Act, 
1868.  J  ' 

Has  the  Pharmacy  Act  Fulfilled  its  Purpose? 

The  object  of  pharmacy  legislation  in  this  country  has 
been  to  provide  an  educated  class  of  dispensers  and  sellers 
of  poison.  In  this  way,  and  by  ensuring  proper  pre- 
cautions on  sale,  it  was  hoped  to  diminish  the  risk  of 
accidental  poisoning  by  unqualified  dispensers.  The 
formalities  required  on  the  sale  of  scheduled  poisons  were 
intended  to  make  poisons  less  easily  procurable,  and  so 
render  it  more  difficult  to  use  them  for  the  purposes 
of  murder  and  suicide.  The  labelling  requirements  and 
the  use  of  distinctive  bottles  also  diminish  the  risk  of 
accidental  poisoning.  Other  purposes  of  poison  legisla- 
tion are  the  prevention  of  drug-habits  and  of  the  use  of 
drugs  to  promote  malingering. 

It  now  remains  to  consider  whether  these  objects  have 
been  attained.  In  regard  to  the  provision  of  a  respon- 
sible body  of  persons  to  carry  on  the  business  of  a  chemist 
and  druggist,  it  may  be  conceded  that  this  has  been 
accomplished,  and  that  never  before  in  this  country  has 
there  been  such  a  high  level  of  knowledge  in  those  who 
are  engaged  in  the  drug-trade.  In  1868  there  were  many 
brilliant  examples  of  scientific  pharmacists,  but  the  general 
level  of  pharmaceutical  education  was  very  much  below 
what  it  is  now.  The  statistics  of  registered  chemists 
and  druggists  at  present  seem  to  show  that  there  has  not 
been  a  sufficient  increase  in  the  register.  In  1869  there 
were  12,500  registered  chemists,  and  at  the  end  of  1918  the 
register  contained  14,725  names.  The  population  of 
Great  Britain  in  1869  was  31  millions,  and  in  1914 
46  millions,  so  that  on  this  basis  there  should  be  about 
18,500  registered  chemists  at  the  present  time.  The 
explanation  is  that  the  figures  in  1869  included  every- 
body who  sold  drugs  at  the  time  of  the  coming  into 
force  of  the  Pharmacy  Act  of  1868.    On  the  basis  of  the 
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present  figure  it  will  be  found  that  9,900  gives  a  fairly 
reasonable  estimate  of  the  number  of  those  who  in  1868. 
were  engaged  in  businesses  the  main  part  of  which  con- 
sisted in  the  sale  of  drugs  and  chemicals. 

Murder  by  Poisoning. 
The  use  of  poison  for  the  purpose  of  murder  has  never 
been  a  characteristic  of  this  country.  There  was  "An 
Acte  for  Poysonyng  "  passed  in  1530,  in  which  the  punish- 
ment for  poisoners  was  "  deth  by  boylynge. "  The  Act 
states  that  "voluntary  murders  are  moste  highly  to  be 
detested_and  abhorred  and  especially  of  all  kyndes  of 
murders  poysonynge,  which  in  this  Eealme  hytherto,  our 
Lorde  be  thanked,  hath  ben  moste  rare  and  seldome 
comytted  or  practysed."  The  Arsenic  Act  was  passed 
in  1851  on  account  of  the  increase  in  the  criminal  use 
of  arsenic  at  that  time.  Cases  of  this  kind  are  now  very 
rare.  Cantharides,  savin,  and  ergot,  formerly  employed 
for  criminal  purposes,  are  practically  never  sold  retail 
at  the  present  time,  and  these  poisons  seldom  occur  in 
the  poisoning  statistics. 

Suicide  by  Poisoning. 
The  effect  of  restrictions  on  the  sale  of  poisons  upon 
the  number  of  suicides  by  poisoning  is  difficult  to  judge, 
for  several  reasons.  The  death-rate  from  suicide  has 
steadily  increased  since  1868.  This  increase  from  the 
year  1881  is  shown  in  fig.  1.  The  suicide  death-rate 
is  in  this  diagram  dissected  into  "suicide  death-rate 
other  than  poison"  and  "suicide  death-rate  from  poison- 
ing." It  should  be  explained  that  these  diagrams  deal 
only  with  the  deaths  in  England  and  Wales,  and  that 
the  deaths  from  poison  shown  in  them  are  those  caused 
by  poisons  which  chemists  deal  in.  The  Registrar- 
General's  returns  include  coal-gas,  carbon  monoxide, 
paraffin,  and  several  other  articles,  which  have  here  been 
credited  to  the  ordinary  suicide  rate,  as  over  these 
poisons  chemists  exercise  no  control.  Probably  fig.  1  is 
the  one  most  suited  for  our  present  purpose,  although 
it  only  begins  at  1881.  The  suicide  death-rate  from 
poisoning  is  the  same  as  in  fig.  6,  but  the  vertical  scale 
is  only  one-fifth,  so  as  to  make  it  suitable  for  the  other 
curves.  This  shows  the  general  rise  throughout  the  period 
in  the  total  suicide  death-rate,  but  from  1892  to  1895 
it  will  be  seen  that  the  poison  suicide  rate  rose,  whilst 
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the  rate  from  other  means  of  suicide  went  down.  This 
was  the  period  when  carbolic  acid  was  a  favourite  poison 
and  the  Privy  Council  could  not  be  induced  to  place  it 


into  account  automatically  the  increased  suicidal  tendency 
of  recent  years,  which  tendency  has  an  effect  neutralising 
that  expected  to  arise  from  the  Pharmacy  Act.    It  will

be  observed "that  the  suicide  death-rate  from  poison  follows 
fairly  closely  the  total  suicide  death-rate  (as  shown  in 
fig.  1).    It  would  seem  as  though  poison  legislation  has 
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upon  the  poison-schedule.  The  percentage  method  of 
studying  the  poison  deaths  shown  in  fig.  2  is  a  more 
useful  one  than  the  rate  shown  in  fig.  3,  because  it  takes 
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liad  very  little  effect  in  preventing  suicide  by  poisoning. 
To  account  for  this  we  must  consider  briefly  the  CMues  of 
suicide.  :  The  statistics  of  suicide  and  crime  have  increased 
together  in  all  European  countries,  except,  as  regards 
■  crime,  Britain  and  Holland.  You  will  .probably  not  be 
surprised  to  hear  that  Germany  has  the  highest  suicide 
rate  in  the  world,  and  also  holds  the  record  for  crime. 
The  suicide  rate  has  shown  a  gradual  and  uniform  increase 
in  all  European  countries.  Sorrow,  suffering,  mental  dis- 
ease, alcohol,  poverty,  and  remorse  for  crimes  are  the 
chief  causes  of  suicide.  Poverty,  due  to  unemployment, 
illness,  and  old  age,  has  diminished  since  the  institution 
of  old-age  pensions.  This  and  the  passing  of  the  National 
Insurance  Act  in  1911  may  be  expected  to  diminish  the 
suicide  deaths  caused  by  poverty.  The  increase  of  edu- 
cation has  not  reduced  the  number  of  suicides.  Three 
males  to  one  female  is  the  proportion  of  suicides  in  urban 
districts ;  in  great  cities  the  female  proportion  increases, 
and  averages  one  woman  to  two  men.  This  preponderance 
of  men  suicides  is  doubtless  due  to  the  fact  that 
the  struggle  for  existence  is  greater  in  men  than 
in  women.  The  highest  number  of  suicides  takes  p'lace 
•  in  the  spring  (April,  May,  June),  and  more  people 
commit  suicide  on  Monday  than  on  any  other  day  of  the 
week.  Men  avoid  committing  suicide  on  Sunday,  but 
women  seem  to  prefer  that  day.  Early  morning  (6  a.m. 
to  10  a.m.),  about  noon,  and  between  2  and  3  p.m.,  are 
the  favourite  hours.  The  largest  number  of  suicides 
occurs  in  people  between  forty  and  fifty,  but  the  maximum 
suicide  age  for  women  is  younger  than  for  men.  Suicide 
is  rare  in  children,  and  poison  is  very  seldom  employed  by 
young  people.  The  method  of  suicide  varies  in  men  and 
women;  poison  is  fourth  in  the  list  as  regards  men,  and 
third  in  the  case  of  women.  Men  select  poisons  which  are 
rapid  and  painless  (prussic  acid  and  opiates),  while  women 
use  oxalic  acid,  hydrochloric  acid,  and  vermin-killers,  these 
being  at  hand  as  domestic  poisons.  Suicides  consider 
their  own  comfort  to  a  certain  degree,  as  drowning  is 
less  frequent  in  winter  than  in  summer.  Suicide  is  in- 
fluenced by  ready  access  to  instruments  of  destruction. 
Soldiers  use  firearms,  medical  men  and  chemists  employ 
poison,  butchers  the  knife,  and,  moreover,  the  suicide 
rates  of  these  classes  are  very  high. 

It  seems,  therefore,  that  where  a  person  determines  to 
commit  suicide,  he  may  in  some  cases  be  deterred  if 
the  means  to  that  end  is  not  at  hand.  He  has  time  to 
change  his  mind.  In  other  instances  it  is  probable  that 
if  poison  cannot  be  obtained,  some  other  means  of  attain- 
ing the  same  end  is  employed. 

It  has  been,  shown  from  hospital  statistics  that  there 
is  more  chance  of  a  person  recovering  after  taking  poison 
than  where  otheL'  methods  of  suicide  are  tried.  It  may 
be  that  but  for  this  uncertainty  ft  result  many  more  lives 
would  be  sacrificed. 

Accidental  Poisoning. 
The  death-rate  curve  in  fig.  3  for  accidents  from  poisons 
shows  a  steady  decline  from  1881,  this  being  the  -year 
when  the  poisonings  were  first  separated  into  suicides 
and  accidents  in  the  annual  reports  of  the  Registrar- 
General.  Accidental  deaths  from  poison  oocur  through 
drinking  poisori  for  some  harmless  liquid,  and  mistaking 
liniments  for  mixtures.  Prominent  labelling  and  the  use 
of  distinctive  bottles  is  likely  to  prevent  these  accidents. 
The  spread  of  education  has  probably  helped  the 
decrease  in  this  case.  Accidental  poisoning  in  the  case 
of  young  children  cannot  be  prevented  by  labelling  and 
the  use  of  poison-bottles.  It  rests  with  parents  to  pre- 
vent such  accidents  by  keeping  dangerous  substances  out 
of  reach. 

Drug -habits.. 

The  poison-schedule  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868,  con- 
tained only  opium,  morphine,  and  their  preparations  among 
those  drugs  which  can  be  classed  as  habit-forming.  Very 
large  quantities  of  opium  and  laudanum  were  taken  in 
badly-drained  districts  as  a  prophylactic  agaiwst  and  cure 
for  ague.  The  amount  of  these  drugs  used  by  country 
people  at  the  present  time  is  quite  small  compared  with 
that  employed  fifty  years  ago.  The  use  of  morphine 
as  a  soporific  has  probably  increased  since  1868. 
Chloral  hydrate,  which   is  classed    as  a  habit-forming 


drug,  was  added  to  the  schedule  in  1877.  Its  use  has  declined 
since,  because  there  are  now  many  other  sleep-producing 
drugs  available.  Veronal  looked  like  becoming  a  popular 
rival,  but  the  number  of  deaths  from  this  poison  is  insigni- 
ficant when  compared  with  those  from  carbolic  acid,  oxalic 
acid,  and  hydrochloric  acid.  The  existence  of  a  veronal 
habit  is  disputed.  The  cocaine  habit  is  of  recent  growth 
in  this  country,  but,  as  in  the  case  of  the  morphine  habit, 
there  is  no  method  by  which  we  can  judge  of  its  progress. 
Deaths  from  cocaine  are  rare. 

Malingering. 

The  use  of  drugs  for  malingering  hardly  enters  into  the 
subject  of  the  present  paper,  as  it  is  only  since  the  begin- 
ning of  the  war  that  steps  have  been  taken  to  combat  this 
tendency.  The  futility  of  the  Army  Council  Order  is 
obvious  to  anyone  with  a  slight  knowledge  of  the  subject. 

Unrealised  Ideals. 
Finally  there  is  the  question  of  ideals  unrealised  by  the 
Pharmacy  Act.  The  fact  that  all  dispensers  of  medicine 
for  the  public  are  not  required  by  law  to  be  registered 
under  the  Pharmacy  Act  is  the  most  important.  This 
requirement  was  an  aim  of  the  founders  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society.  It  seems  also  desirable  that  medical  men 
should  not  now  be  allowed  to  dispense  medicine  for  the 
public,  seeing  that  their  knowledge  of  pharmacy  acquired 
in  the  medical  curriculum  is  so  small.  The  "  examination 
in  pharmacy,"  which  is  the  ground  for  exemption  of  medi- 
cal men  from  the  first  fifteen  sections  of  the  Pharmacy 
Act,  is  now  of  such  a  trivial  character  that  it  ought  not  to 
count  as  a  qualification  equal  to  that  of  the  Pharmaceuti- 
cal Society.  For  the  same  reason  the  Government  Visitor 
to  the  examinations  should  be  a  person  with  a  thorough 
knowledge  of  the  requirements  of  the  drug-trade.  The 
reports  of  the  Visitor  would  then  possess  a  little  more 
value  than  they  do  at  present.  The  founders  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  at  the  time  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1852, 
aimed  at  making  pharmacy  distinct  from  medicine.  For 
this  reason  the  names  of  chemists  who  afterwards  become 
medical  practitioners  are  removed  from  the  Register  of 
Pharmaceutical  Chemists.  There  is  not,  however,  a 
similar  provision  in  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868. 


Postal  Rates  on  Orders. 


An  analysis  by  a  wholesale  drug-house  of  the  postages 
being  paid  on  orders  sent  in  on  postcards  reveals  the  fact 
that  a  considerable  sum  is  being  spent  unnecessarily  by 
chemists  in  this  direction,  as  it  does  not  seem  to  be  at  all 
well  known  that  the  classification  of  what  was  originally 
termed  "  Book  Post,"  but  now  "  Printed  Paper  Rate,"  has 
not  been  altered  by  the  introduction  of  the-  penny  postage 
on  postcards.  An  element  of  uncertainty,  however,  has 
been  introduced  as  to  when  a  penny  stamp  or  only  a  half- 
penny stamp  is  required.  The  penny  stamp  now  necessary 
on  postcards  as  a  means  of  communication  or  correspond- 
ence was  a  natural  sequence  to  the  raising  of  the  letter- 
postage  to  three-halfpeinoe,  otherwise  the  halfpenny  post- 
card would  have  been  resorted  to  more  than  ever,  and  the 
old-fashioned  "cross  writing"  of  our  forefathers^  would 
once  more  have  come  into  daily  use,  largely  defeating  the 
pi"rpose  of  the  raising  of  the  letter-rate.  This,  however, 
has  not  interfered  with  the  transmission  under  halfpenny 
stamp  of  orders,  invoices,  receipts,  credit  notes,  etc.,  beinfr 
"  Papers  partly  printed  and  partly  written  by  hand." 
Where  orders  are  sent  on  postcards  and  the  words  "  Post 
Card  "  appear  on  the  front,  tho  postage  is  naturally  ono 
penny,  unless  a  thoughtful  official  turns  it _  over  and  is 
satisfied  it  is  a  legitimate  order,  when  it  is  in  most  oases' 
allowed  to  pass  for  a  halfpenny.  In  order  to  conform:  to 
the  regulations,  the  words  "Post  Card,"  if  they  appear, 
should  be  crossed  out,  and  it  is  better,  in  order  to  coinply 
with  official  instructions,  to  substitute  the  words  "  Printed 
Paner."  A  card  written  entirely  by  hand  does  not  comply 
with  this  description,  however;  and  if  it  has  not  a  printed 
headinc  this  should  be  remedied  by  the  use  of  the  chemist"  s 
ir.d.ia  rubber  stamp.  Forwarding  instructions  should  be 
limited  to  "  not  more  than  five  words,"  or  suoh  orders  are 
liable  to  be  surcharged  as  coming  under  the  head  of  corre- 
spondence.—(221/22.)

Reports  from  Local  Centres. 

ENGLAND. 

Birmingham.—  The  Insurance  Committee's  expendi- 
ture for  1917  was  145,7117.  6s.  3(7.  Administration  expenses 
were -6,1847.,  Sanatorium  Benefit  cost  11,2427.,  and  Medical 
Benefit,  including  drugs,  142,7157. 

Blackburn.— The  Insurance  Committee  has  granted  an 
application  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee  for  an  advance 
of  277.  3s.  bd.  on  account  of  administrative  expenses  for  the 
current  year.  The  Lancashire  Prescription  Bureau  has  certi- 
fied the  number  of  prescriptions  dispensed  by  local  chemists 
during  August  as  10,094,  against  17,090  for  July. 

Blackpool.— The  Medical  Benefit  settlement  for  1917  sub- 
mitted to  the  Insurance  Committee  at  the  quarterly  meeting 
shows  the  proportion  of  net  credit  for  the  Drug  Fund  to 
have  been  1,4037.,  an  increase  of  nearly  1007.  on  the  previous 
year.  The  total  was  brought  up  to  1,5997.,  but  the  reduction 
in  Exchequer  grant,  under.  Article  7  (2)  of  the  Medical 
Benefit  regulations,  1916,  reduced  it  to  1,4707.  Chemists' 
accounts  paid  in  full  were  1,-0217.,  as  against  1,0057.  in  the 
previous  year. 

Dorset.— The  prescriptions  dispensed  during  1917  num- 
bered 84,819,  for  which  chemists  received  2,9127.  Is. 

Kent.— The  Insurance  Committee  met  at  Maidstone 
Tecently,  Mr.  C.  Igglesden  presiding.  It  was  reported 
that  the  Panel  Committee  had  agreed  to  accept  the  dis- 
_pensing-fee  ratio  obtained  as  regards  the  first  month  of 
1918  as  a  basis  of  calculation  for  the  year,  subject  to 
reconsideration  in  the  event  of  any  circumstances  arising 
which  may  affect  the  present  basis ;  also  that  the  Com- 
missioners had  made  a  grant  of  3107.  towards  the  cost  of 
pricing  prescriptions  for  1918,  the  amount  being  the  same 
as  that  allowed  in  previous  years.  The  Pharmaceutical 
Committee  ■wrote  pointing  out  the  difficulty  in  obtaining 
malt  or  malt  and  oil,  and  asking  that  the  attention  of  the 
Commissioners  be  drawn  thereto.  The  recommendation  of 
the  Medical  Benefit  Sub-Committee,  that  action  be  taken 
accordingly,  so  as  to  conserve  the  supply,  was  adopted. 
In  answer  to  an  inquiry  regarding  a  temporary  resident, 
the  Commissioners  wrote'  that  tetanus  antitoxin  should  be 
sup-plied  at  the  cost  of  the  Drug  Fund— on  the  Tariff  basis 
of  payment  where  supplied  by  a  chemist,  or  on  the  capita- 
tion basis  where  supplied  by  a  doctor  responsible  for  the 
dispensing  of  medicines.  Mr.  J.  B.  French  (Sittingbourne) 
was  appointed  to  the  Special  Sub-Comimittee  to  deal  with 
the  negotiations  with  doctors  and  chemists. 

Xondon— The  Insurance  Committee  met  at  the  County 
Hall,   Spring  Gardens,  S.W.,  recently,  when  the  Finance 
Sub-Committee  reported  having  sanctioned    advances  of 
6107. _  to  the  Panel  Committee  and*  6837.  to  the  Pharma 
ceutical  Committee  on  account  of  administrative  expenses 
for  1918.    The  report  of  the  General  Purposes  Sub-Corn 
mittee   recommended   that    where  a  chemist     had  been 
struck  off  the  panel,  the  Pharmaceutical  Service  Sub-Com- 
mittee, and  not  the  Insurance  Committee,  shall  report  upon 
any  suggested    reinstatement.    The  Medical  Benefit  Sub- 
Committee  recommended  in  the  case  of  a  panel  practitioner 
who  had  been   adjudged  by  the  Panel  Committee  to  be 
guilty  of  excessive  prescribing  to  the  extent  of  3s.  10c7.,  and 
who  had  tendered  the  sum  in  dispute,  that  the  amount  be 
accepted   and  paid  to  the  Practitioners'  Fund    for  1917. 
Six  applications  had  been  granted  for  insured  persons  to 
make  their  own  arrangements  for  medical   benefit.  Pay 
meats  were  ordered  to  chemists  of  1607.  8s.  6(7.  for  1917  arid 
9,6397.  5s.  7(7.   for   1918.    The  number  of  chemists  on  the 
panel  at  the  end  of  September  was  695  in  business  and  37 
in  institutions,  showing  a  net  decrease  of  two  during  the 
month;  other  contractors  for  appliances,  etc.,  numbered  24, 
the  same  as  in  the  previous  month.— The  Secretary  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Committee  reports  that  the  number  of  pre- 
scriptions di.-pensed  during  July  was  478,597.  the  total  cost 
being  13,6117.  5s.  8(7.,  or   an   average  of  6.83(7.  per  pre- 
sentation.—At   the  meeting   of  the    Pharmaceutical  Com- 
mittee on  November  12,.  Mr.  G.  B.  Barnard  (Chairman) 
presiding,  the   Secretary  was  instructed  to  write  to  the 
Insurance  and  Panel  Committees  with  a  view  of  stopping 
the  unfair  practice  of  ordering    proprietaries    in  small 
quantities. _  A  number  of  doctors   have    been  cautioned 
against  using  unauthorised  abbreviations  in  their  prescrip- 
tions.   The  number  of  prescriptions  dispensed  during  the 
KS^^t6!  Jun,6  30  vvas  1.036,920,  at  a  total  cost  of 
&i\»m.  lis.  2(7.  and  an  average  cost  of  6.93(7.    For  the 


month  of  August  the  prescrintions  numbered  259,699,  cost- 
ing 7,6337.  2s.  1(7.,  or  an  average  of  7.05(7.  The  following- 
resolution  was  ordered  to  be  sent  to  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  :  "  That  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee  desires  to 
urge  on  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  the  necessity  of  bring- 
ing before  the  responsible  authorities  that  pharmacists  be 
demobilised  as  early  as  possible,  in  view  of  the  needs  of 
the  pharmaceutical  service."  It  was  further  decided  that 
postcards  should  be  sent  to  panel  chemists  in  London  asking 
whether  they  desire  to  apply  for  the  return  from  the  Army 
of  their  former  assistants,  and  to  forward  full  particulars 
in  each  case. 

Portsmo  »rh  The  report  of  the  Pricing  Committee  for 
August  shows  a  total  of  8,393  prescriptions,  as  against  12,420 
in  the  previous  month ;  the  cost  was  2687.  lis.  10(7.,  com- 
pared with  3877.  5s.  11(7.  in  July,  or  an  average  cost  per 
script  of  7.68(7.,  an  increase  of  0.20(7.  on  the  July  prices. 
The  Drug  Fund  settlement  for  1917  showed  a  net  balance  of 
2,4427.  12s.  Id.  The.  transfer  to  the  Practitioners'  Fund 
("  floating  sixpence")  amounted  to  1,3077.  5s.  9(7.,  so  that  the 
balance  Carried  to  the  Drug  Fund  for  1918  was  1,1357.  6s.  4(7. 
The  number  of  insured  persons  entitled  to  medical  benefit 
during-  1917  was  52,629. 

Sheffield. — A  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee  was 
held  on  November  6.  The  Clerk  reported  that  he  had  re- 
ceived a  letter  from  the  Pricing  Bureau  stating  that  the 
ratio  between  the  ingredient-prices  as  calculated  according 
to  the  1918  Tariff  and  that  of  Article  5  is  practically 
identical,  for  the  first  quarter  of  1918,  with  the  ratio  obtained 
for  the  year  1917.  The  Commissioners  suggest  that  the 
Panel  and  Insurance-'  Committees  accept  this  as  applicable 
for  the  whole  year.  The  Panel  Committee  has  been  ad- 
vanced a  second  1007.  for  administrative  expenses.  A  grant 
of  2007.  has  been  received  towards  the  estimated  cost  of 
5007.,  which  is  the  Committee's  share  of  the  Pricing  Bureau's 
expenses.  Chemists'  accounts  for  August  and  September, 
amounting  to  6937.  9s.  6(7.,  were  ordered  to  be  paid,  and 
797.  16s.  7(7.  is  to  be  returned  to  chemists  as  over-deducted 
from  their  accounts  for  the  administrative  expenses  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Committee  for  1917. 

Soutbport.— Chemists'  accounts  for  August  and  Septem- 
ber, amounting  to  1037.  12s.  9(7.,  were  passed  for  payment 
■at  the  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee  on  October  29. 

Surrey.— At  the  recent  meeting-  of  the  Insurance  Com- 
mittee, the  Medical  Benefit  Sub-Cbnomittee  reported  on 
the  suggestion  that  the  practitioners  who  are  dispensing  for 
their  patients  will  cease  to  do  so  by  reason  of  the  fact  that 
they  were  unable  to  obtain  the  same  discount  as  chemists, 
and  also  unable  to  buy  drugs,  etc.,  so  cheaply  by  reason  of 
not  being  able  to  purchase  such  large  quantities.  A  Sub- 
Committee  has  been  appointed  to  confer  with  representatives 
of  the  Panel  Committee  and  to  take  such  action  as.  is 
deemed  desirable  or  necessary.  The  report  also  recom- 
mended, in  view  of  the  restrictions  on  heating  and  lighting, 
that  the  Commissioners  should  be  asked  if  the  present 
arrangement,  whereby  prescriptions  requiring  to  be  dispensed 
after  8  p.m.  should  be  marked  "TJ-rgent, "  could  be  made 
applicable  to  those  requiring-  to  be  dispensed  after  7  p.m. 
Prescriptions  marked  "  Urgent  "  carried  an  increased  dis- 
pensing-fee. Mr.  E.  T.  Neathercoat  said  no  hardship 
would  he  occasioned  by  the  earlier  closing,  because  if  m°di- 
cine  was  required  urgently  it  could  be  obtained.  Dr.  Ellis 
said  that  though  no  hardship  would  ensue,  this  would  in- 
volve an  extra  call  on  the  Drug-  Fund,  and  it  was  a  question 
whether  the  Fund  should  be  penalised  to  that  extent.  Mr. 
Neathercoat  took  exception  to  any  suggestion  that  the 
chemists  were  not  prepared  to  co-operate  for  the  good  of 
the  insured  persons.

SCOTLAND. 

October  Drug-prices. 

The  Tariff  Appendix  for  Ootober  shows  sixty-six  increases 
arid  eleven  decreases  in  prices.  The  bromide  situation  ha3 
been  explained  to  the  Scottish  Commissioners,  with  the 
result  that  September  and  Ootober  prices  are  calculated 
from  the  open  market — the  effect  of  the  "business  talent  of 
the  Standing  Committee.  The  Medical  Benefit  regulations 
now  include  "  paper  bandages,"  which  are  issued  in  15-yd. 
rolls,  but  the  supply  is  very  limited.  These  bandages  are 
to  be  used  to  hold  dressings  in  position  when  the  patient 
is  at  rest,  and  must  not  be  applied  directly  to  a  wound.

The  armistice  having  been  signed  on  Monday,  the  City 
took  a  spontaneous  holiday  and  gave  itself  up  to  general 
rejoicing.  At  the  various  Exchanges,  including  the 
Mincing  Lane  Commercial  Sale-rooms,  the  Baltic,  etc.,  a 
large  number  of  members  assembled  at  midday,  when  the 
National  Anthem  was  sung  with  great  enthusiasm.  Busi- 
ness was  suspended  for  the  day,  and  until  the  outlook  is 
clearer  there  is  a  general  disposition  on  the  part  of  both 
buyers  and  sellers  to  hold  aloof,  as  the  markets  are  ex- 
tremely sensitive  to  any  change.  A  similar  hiatus  in 
business  was  experienced  in  August  1914,  when  the  war 
broke  out,  but  on  that  occasion  trading  was  for  cash  only, 
whereas  now  there  is  plenty  of  cash  and  credit  and  a 
confident  feeling  that  peace  has  been  achieved  with  com- 
plete victory.  Prices  in  the  four  years'  interval  have  in 
many  instances  reached  hitherto  unheard-of  figures,  a-nd 
although  traders  protest  that  there  is  going  to  be  no  slump, 
it  is  felt  that  some  unloading  must  take  place.  Under  the 
changed  conditions  various  unsuspected  parcels  _  of  drugs 
and  chemicals  are  being  offered  privately,  for  which  reason- 
able bids  are  invited,  but  there  are  few  buyers  at  the 
moment.  Calumba,  gentian,  senega,  and  sarsaparilla  have 
been  offered  at  lower  prices.  Cardamoms  have  been  in 
good  demand  at  better  prices  in  anticipation  of  Con- 
tinental requirements.  Refined  Japanese  camphor  is  rather 
firmer.  There  has  been  a  general  sagging  tendency  in  a, 
few  pharmaceutical  chemioals,  including  the  salicylates, 
phenolphthalein,  ethyl  salicylate  potash  permanganate, 
and  saccharin.  Maximum  prices  have  now  been  fixed  for 
quinine.  The  "control"  has  been  removed  from  glycerin, 
and  supplies  are  available  for  industrial  as  well  as  pharma- 
ceutical purposes.  Fixed  prices  for  edible  and  pharma- 
ceutical olive  oils  are  contemplated.    Silver  is  lower.

Cablegrams. 

New  York,  November  7. — Business  is  active.  Oil  of 
wintcrgreen  has  been  advanced  to  $5.25  per  lb.  Peppermint 
oil  in  tins  is  lower  at  $5.10  per  lb.  Jalap  has  been  advanced 
±0  65c,  and  Mexican  sarsaparilla  has  been  reduced  to  38c. 
Balsam  Canada  is  dearer  at  $7.50  per  American  gallon. 

New  York,  November  13. — Business  is  fair.  Sweet  oil  of 
birch  has  advanced  to  $4.00  per  lb.,  Cartagena  ipecacuanha 
to  $4.50,  and  balsam  Canada  to  $8.00  per  lb. 

Antimony. — The  cessation  of  hostilities  has  imparted  a 
distinctly  weaker  feeling,  which  has  been  already  translated 
into  some  set-back  in  value,  especially  in  Chinese  crude,  of 
which  the  existence  of  not  a  fow  parcels  has  been  revealed 
under  the  changed  conditions.  There  is  no  demand  for  the 
present,  and  whereas  recently  as  much  as  707.  was  asked,  it 
seems  probable  that  deliveries  of  spot  lots  could  now  be 
secured  at  607.,  and  perhaps  considerably  less.  Home  re- 
finers appear  to  have  surplus  lots,  which  they  would  be  glad 
enough  to  sell.  Business  in  foreign  rcgulus  has  remained 
at  a  "standstill,  with  sellers  at  747.,  but  this  figure  might  be 
cut  by  a  few  pounds  a  ton.  Far  Eastern  producers  have 
fallen  on  evil  days  for  the  present,  while  cost  of  production 
is  said  to  bo  double  what  it  was  in  pre-war  times.  It  seems 
pretty  certain  that  the  official  price  of  English  refined  will

soon  be  cut,  and  eventually  eliminated  altogether,  owing  to 
the  collapse  of  the  war  demand.  The  current  figure  at  any 
rate  is  absurdly  high  at  85?. 

Arsenic. — Although  some  business  was  done  last  week  at 
94?.  per  ton  for  best  Cornish  powder  owing  to  the  slackness 
of  demand  under  peace  influences,  the  market  displays  re- 
newed resistance  in  spits  of  the  dearth  of  business  passing. 
There  has  been  slightly  more  inquiry  this  week,  and  supplies 
are  scanty,  while  imports  continue  .limited.  The  nearest 
price  is  more  like  96?.  per  ton,  delivered  London,  although 
this  price  might  possibly  be  shaded  for  fair-sized  lots.  Some 
of  the  Cornish  mines  have  undoubtedly  done  very  well 
within  the  last  twelve  months  or  so,  alongside  of  the  enor- 
mous price  that  has  ruled  for  tin.  After-war  prospects,  of 
course,  have  modified  the  outlook.  It  is  not  expected,  how- 
ever, that  the  imports  of  arsenic  will  increase  much  until 
more  tonnage  becomes  available. 

Aspirin. — We  understand  that  licences  to  import  have 
been  granted,  so  that  some  relief  to  the  situation  may  be 
afforded  shortly;  meanwhile,  the  spot  price  is  about  17s. 

Balsam  Tolu  should  be  cheaper  presently  in  view  of  the 
possibility  of  arrivals.

The  Board  of  Trade  have  found  it  possible  to  make 
.some  relaxations  in  the  existing  import  and  export  pro- 
hibitions. A  preliminary  list  of  the  articles  affected  is  pub- 
lished in  the  current  issue  of  the  "  Board  of  Trade 
Journal,"  and  further  relaxations  will  he  announced  from 
time  to  time.

the  Controller,  Department  of  Import  Restrictions,  Board 
of  Trade,  22  Carlisle  Place,  London,  S.W.  1,  before  Novem- 
ber 20,  1918,  after  which  date  no  further  applications  can 
be  entertained.  Every  application  must  state  the  quantity 
of  honey  of  the  above-mentioned  origin,  together  with  the 
net  weight  and  f.o.b.  value,  which  the  applicant  desires 
to  import  directly  on  his  own  account  in  each  month  of 
the  year  ending  November  30,  1919.  Every  application 
must  be  accompanied  by  a  statutory  declaration  duly  sworn 
before  a  Commissioner  for  Oaths  or  Justice  of  the  Peace 
(and  bearing  a  diity  stamp  to  the  value  of  2s.  td.),  setting 
forth  the  total  quantity  by  weight  of  honey  of  either 
United  States,  Porto  Rican,  Hawaiian,  British  West  Indian, 
Cuban,  Haytian,  or  San  Domingan  origin  which  appli- 
cant has  imported  directly  on  his  own  account — (a)  during 
1916,  (b)  during  1917,  and  "(c)  since  January  1,  1918,  together 
with  particulars  of  any  permits  to  purchase  which  may 
already  have  been  granted  by  the  Department  of  Import 
Restrictions.  The  quantities  of  honey  from  each  of  the 
specified  countries  of  origin  should  be  stated  separately  in 
the  statutory  declaration.  The  total  quantity  of  honey  of 
British  West  Indian,  Cuban,  and  Haytian  oriirin  for  which 
"permits  to  purchase"  can  be  granted  is  strictly  limited, 
and  will  be  distributed  between  applicants  who  have  been 
direct  importers  of  honey,  ~of  either  United  States,  Porto 
Rican,  Hawaiian,  British  West  Indian.  Cuban.  Haytian,  or 
San  Domingan  origin,  on  the  basis  of  their  importations 
during  1916,  1917,  and  1918.

Sir, — I  should  like  to  endorse  the  opinion  expressed  by 
your  correspondent  Mr.  W.  H.  Delve  (C.  cC-  D.,  Novem- 
ber 2,  p.  51)  -  as  to  the  proper  destination  of  the  surplus 
amount  in  the  hands  of  the  National  Health  Insurance 
Commissioners,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  cost  of  drugs 
per  head  per  insured  person  is  now  not  more  than  Is.  Zd. 
(in  some  places  less).  Tthe  Commissioners  morally  (though 
perhaps  not  legally)  owe  me,  as  they  owe  Mr.  Delve,  a 
sum  in  the  neighbourhood  of  300L — was  after  deducting 
the  miserable  doles  received  as  ex-gratia  payments, 
etc. ;  and  it  would  be  an  act  of  barest  justice,  not 
generosity,  to  use  the  money  now  accumulating  for  the 
payment  of  those  chemists  who  in  the  early  years  of  the 
Act  faithfully  carried  out  their  contract  and  supplied 
hundreds  of  pounds'  worth  of  drugs,  etc.  (so  far,  at  their 
own  expense),  owing  to  the  reckless  and  thoughtless  pre- 
scribing which  obtained  at  that  time  in  many  districts. 
It  is  up  to  our  representatives  in  London  to  see  that  this 
payment  is  the  principal  condition  on  which  we  accept 
service  for  1920.  It  is  not  the  slightest  use  sending  down 
cut-and-dried  terms  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Committees  in 
October  and  asking  whether  they  will  accept  service  on 
these  terms  "for  the  year  immediately  following — so  late  in 
the  day  they  can  do  no  other.  The  medical  men  do  not 
go  cap  in  hand  to  the  Commissioners  asking  for  a  half- 
penny and  then  accept  nine-tenths  of  this  magnificent"  sum 
as  we  have  done.  They  are  out  now  foot  an  extra  payment 
of  a  million  pounds,  and  this  on  the  top  of  their  ample 
payment  of  6s.  per  head  and  the  whole  of  the  "  floating 
sixpence  "  from  the  Drug  Fund.  Our  demand  for  the  dis-  1 
posal  of  the  surplus  id.  per  head  should  be  formulated 
now,  and  if  those  of  our  fellow-craftsmen  who  were  fortu- 
nate in  their  payments  for  1913-14  will  stand  by  tho:e  who 
were  not,  we  shall  get  it.  Yours  faithfully,

How  Advertising  Helps. 

Sir, — Let  us  examine  a  little  further  these  two  branches 
of  chemist  business  :  - 

(1)  Patents. 
Advantages  : 

(a)  Ease  of  handling.  * 
(&)  Assistance  in  selling'. 
Disadvantages  : 

(a)  Outside  competition. 

(b)  Gross  turnover  necessitated  by  the  profit  margin 
practically  unobtainable. 

Now  these  considerations,  taken  together,  show  a  fissi- 
parous,  parasitic  business,  nowhere  standing  upon  its  own 
.  legs,   everywhere  clinging  to  some  stronger  distributing 
business. 

(2)  Non-patents. 

(a)  Barring  shop-round  and  dispensing  business,  goods 
can  in  most  cases  be  as  ready  for  sale,  therefore  as  easily 
handled,  as  patents. 

(&)  Thank  you,  we  do  not  ask  assistance  in  selling. 

(c)  Inside  competition?  Yes. 

(d)  Actually  provide   the  turnover  by  which  we  live, 
bring  up  our  families,  pay  for  our  mistakes  (no  reference 
here  to  the  Poison  Schedule),   and  manage,   as  most  of 
us  do,  to  establish  ourselves  in  a  quiet  way  financially. 
Now,    supposing  Mr.   Nathan  objects   that  the  patent 

business  should  not  be  compared  with  the  remainder  of 
the  business  in  gross,  I  should  like  to  say  that,  compared 
item  with  competing  item  numerically,  far  better  business 
can  be  done  in  the  non-open  than  in  the  open  lines. 
Further,  the  non-ope.r  line  handle^,  by  the  chemist,  so  far 
from  driving  the  open-line  business  into  outside  traders' 
hands,  actually  reduces  competition  of  the  kind.  This  :s 
a  fact  that  chemists  by  careful  observation  can  verify  for 
themselves,  and  it  proves  that  the  bulk  of  outside_  com- 
petition consists  of  secondary  {i.e.,  repeat)  sales,  primary 
sales  in  most  cases  being  made  by  the  chemist.  Now,  if 
the  nori-open  line  can  be  sold  in  greater  numbers,  and  we 
know  that  the  profit  ratio  is  slightly  higher,  which  is  the 
line  to  push  ?  Yours  faithfully

For  Demobilised  Men. 
Str, — I  have  learned  through  your   journal  of  the  pro- 
posed education  of  discharged  Army  officers  for  many  pro- 
fessions, one  of  which  is  pharmacy.    This  is  very  striking, 


inasmuch  as  one  reads  very  little  of  what  is  to  be  done  for 
the  genuine  student  of  pharmacy  after  the  war.  The  idea 
of  training  the  officer  might  be  a  very  good  one,  but  why 
should  ho  receive  first  consideration?  Many  assistants  have- 
joined  the  Colours,  and  unfortunately  some  have  had  to- 
give  their  lives.  Isn't  it  only  right  that  those  who  come 
out  of  the  final  battle  unharmed  should  receive- every  en- 
couragement? They  have  sacrificed  quite  enough,  and  I 
would  like  to  read  of  them  being  rewarded  in  a  useful  way- 
Peace  is  not  far  off,  and  it  is  now  the  duty  of  the  respon- 
sible officials  to  complete  their  scheme  of  reconstruction. 
Many  suggestions  have  been  made  in  regard  to  granting 
certain  concessions,  but  at  present  I  am  not  aware  of  any- 
thing having  been  done.  Whatever  it  is  going  to  be,  let 
it  be  arranged  soon ;  and,  above  all,  let  it  be  something, 
that  might  help  them  to  finish  that  work  which  they  set  out 
to  do  before  the  war.

He  has  understated  rather  than  overstated' 
the  grievances  the  employes  have  against  the  big  corpora- 
tions, for  he  has  only  mentioned  the  small,  or  comparatively 
small,  increase  of  salary  granted,  and  this  not  as  salary  but 
as  war  bonus,  presumably  to  come  off  at  the  first  opportu- 
nity. He  has  altogether  omitted  to  mention  the  fact  that 
the  rate  of  commission  on  sales  was  cut  down  in  the  early 
days  of  the  war,  and  despite  the  fact  that  the  returns  have- 
ramped  along,  the  old  rate  has  not  been  restored,  and  I 
should  think  that  the  saving  in  this  direction  would  pay 
f oi-  the  increases  mentioned.  Employes  of  these  corporations- 
should  form  a  union,  and  be  in  a  better  position  to  talk 
collectively,  and  talk  hard  at  that.  I  think  the  war  has. 
taught  most  of  us  that  working  for  other  people  is  not  much 
use,  and  there  should  be,  and  I  hope  will  be,  a  large  exodus- 
from  the  ranks.

Three  Essentials 
SIR,— Much  that  ';  One  who  Knows  "  complains  of  is 
the  result  of  rank  bad  training.  Pharmacy  without  the- 
three  -essentials  of  neatness,  tidiness,  and  cleanliness  is- 
something  of  a  horror.  With  them  a  great  deal  of  work 
can  be  got  through  with  comfort.  Hundreds,  perhaps 
thousands,  of  "  educated  young  ladies  "  (see  advertise^ 
ments)  have  been  practically  pitchforked  into  the  trade,  ana 
more  particularly  the  stores,  without  the  least  training. 
They  are  not  taught  or  even  referred  to  the  real  funda- 
mental axioms  of  pharmacy.  I  have  had  recent  experience 
of  one  such  place,  where  apparently  each  assistant  takes 
down  a  bottle  .and  puts  it  back— anywhere.  Result: 
everything  has  to  bo  hunted  for;  it  is  never  where  it  ought 
to  be.  I  saw  the  back  of  shop  where  weighing  and  pack- 
ing was  done.  The  scales  were  not  only  dirty,  but  littered 
with  the  debris  of  several  previous  weighings.  A  glance- 
detected  salts,  compound  liquorice  powder,  camomiles,  etc 
etc.  Every  one  of  this  staff  found  them  dirty  and  left 
them  dirtier;  and  so  it  was  all  through  the  place.  The- 
manager  appeared  to  notice  it  less  than  anybody.  Imagine- 
the  discomfort  to  everyone  concerned,  and  the  feelings 
of  a  trained  person  thrown  into  such  surroundings  !  I 
saw  three  ointment-jars,  taken  down  for  sales,  and  left 
dowin,  with  knife  sticking  in  and  uncovered.  They  were- 
like  that  all  day— pushed  aside  occasionally,  but  left.

Legal  Queries. 

P.  A.  A.  (216/54).— The  Medicine  Stamp  Act  specifies  thafr 
the  charge  of  duty  is  for  medicaments  used  for  the  relief 
or  cure  of  ailments  of  the  human  body.  Veterinary  medi- 
cines are  therefore  outside  the  statutes  unless  they  are  also 
held  out  as  beneficial  for  human  ailments. 

Londoner  (2/11).— The  sale  of  small  quantities  of  proprie- 
tary chemical  substances  is  legal  provided  that  if  they  are 
liable  to  stamp-duty  the  proper  amount  is  paid  in  stamps. 
If  the  articles  are  pure  chemical  products  they  are  "  entire- 
drugs,"  and  not  liable  to  stamp-duty  unless  the  manufac- 
ture has  been  or  is  the  subject  of  letters  patent. 

H.  B.  (84/28)  contracted  with  a  local  authority  in  1917 
to  supply  certain  goods  at  a  specified  pricp.  The  price  of 
the  goods  subsequently  rose  considerably.  Is  it  permissible 
for  the  local  authority  to  pay  a  higher  price  than  that 
stated  in  the  contract?  |Tf  the  local  authority  chooses  to- 
pay  a  higher  price  than  the  contract  specifies  there  is  no 
legal  objection  to  its  doing  so.]

[The  order  of  mixing  the  ingredients  of  the  powder  is  not 
saaaterial.  The  essential  result  to  be  kept  in  view  is  the 
aniform  distribution  of  the  menthol  throughout  the  powder. 
Probably  the  beet  way  in  which  to  compound  the  powder 
is  to  proceed  thus :  Mix  roughly  the  sodium  bicarbonate, 
bismuth  carbonate,  and  magnesium  carbonate;  powder  the 
menthol  finely  in  a  glass  mortar,  transfer  to  a  paper,  in- 
corporate with  it  about  2  dr.  of  the  three  mixed  powders, 
and  scatter  over  the  remainder  of  the  bulk;  finally  com- 
plete intimate  mixture  of  the  whole  by  the  knife  on  the 
paper.  It  is  inadvisable  to  mix  a  compound  powder  such 
as  this  in  a  mortar  on  account  of  the  probability  of  the  pres- 
sure of  the  pestle  altering  the  bulk  of  one  or  more  of  the 
■constituent  powders ;  besides,  the  requisite  intimacy  of  ad- 
mixture cannot  be  attained  so  expeditiously  with  a  pestle 
and  mortar  as  with  a  knife  and  paper,  ana  the  knife  and 
paper  product  is  usually  more  easily  miscible  with  water — 
a  matter  of  some  convenience  to  the  patient.  Heavy  car- 
bonate of  magnesia  should  be  used,  bearing  in  mind  the 
■compounding  principle  in  reference  to  magnesias — heavy  for 
powders,  light  for  mixtures.] 

Making  B.I.P.P. 

•Zemo  (172/30)  has  had  a  difficulty  in  making  B.I.P.P., 
tho  paste  devised  by  Professor  Morison  for  treating  infected 
wounds  (see  C.  &  D.,  February  23,  p.  39).  Samples  have 
turned  .black  in  patches  after  the  lapse  of  a  week  or  two. 
'[Darkening  of  the  paste  in  patches  appears  to  be  due  to 
bismuth  sulphide.  This  suggests  contamination  with  a 
•sulphur  compound,  and  the  question  naturally  arises :  where 
does  it  come  from?  The  most  likely  source  is  the  liquid 
paraffin  which  is  encountered  from  time  to  time  containing 
"traces  of  sulphur  compounds,  which  for  many  purposes  are 
•of  no  import,  but  in  a  compound  like  "  B.I.P.P."  make  the 
undesirable  difference.  You  should  apply  the  pharma- 
copceial  test  for  sulphur  derivatives  to  the  liquid  paraffin 
svbiob  you  have  in  stock.  If  .the  test  gives  positive  result 
the  source  of  your  trouble  will  be  indicated.]  - 

P.  &  L.  (200/44).-- -Russian  Prescription.— fhe  strength 
raf  the  tr.  iodi  of  the  Russian  Pharmacopoeia  is  1  part  to  9 
.of  alcohol.  All  the  Continental  tinctures  of  iodine  are 
made  without  the  addition  of  potassium  iodide,  and  what 
the  patient  gets  in  this  oase  wiill  be  a  saturated  solution 
•of  iodine,  in  spirit,  as  the  solubility  is  1  in  12.  The  tinc- 
ture required  then  is  approximately  the  same  as  that  of  the 
Brussels  Conference;  five  drops  thrice  daily  of  this  strength 
,as  ordered  in  your  prescription  is  a  large  dose  of  iodine.

Status  of  Chemists. 

Mr.  John  Mackay,  Ph.C,  F.C.S.,  Edinburgh,  in  his 
pamphlet  on  tho  Pharmacy  Act,  writes:  Comparisons 
are  sometimes  neither  advisable  nor  pleasant ;  but  look 
for  an  instant  at  the  Continent,  where  some  of 
the  most  eminent  and  skilful  scientific  chemists  have 
been  dispensing  druggists.  There,  the  onerous  task 
of  dispensing  is  really  looked  upon  as  a  profession,  and 
perhaps  the  best  evidence  I  can  offer  of  the  real  status  of

among  the  earliest  and  most  successful  cultivators  of  this 
most  important  branch  of  chemical  science."
